Within hours of a bus 
accident that claimed the 
lives of 15 people and in 
what has generally been a 
tragic week on 
Portuguese roads (see 
pages 2 and 3) the 
government, after an 
emergency meeting with 
concerned groups, has 
announced a new road 
safety campaign aimed 
reducing Portugal’s rising 
road death figures. With 
the number of road deaths 
this year well above those 
recorded in 2006, the 
government has unveiled 
the “Death on our Roads - 
Let’s put a brake on this 
drama” campaign. 

The campaign, government 
sources explained, will be prima- 
rily focussed onboosting the pres- 
ence of police on the nation’s 
roads, with specific attention be- 
ing given to drunk drivers and 
speeding. 

During the emergency meeting 
held in the capital this week, it was 
decided that traffic police forces 
would be handed a cash inj ection 
of two million euros. 

The cash is to be invested in 
purchasing radar equipment, mo- 
bile computer systems and 
breathalysers. 

According to the office of the 
state secretary for civil protec- 
tion, a total of ten measures were 
agreed to earlier this week, includ- 
ing increased policing on motor- 
way s as police admit that average 
speeds have been on the rise in 
recent years, perhaps as a result 
of a greater sense of impunity 
among drivers.

Boy killed on zebra crossing 


A six-year-old boy was hit and 
killed on a pedestrian crossing in 
Tires, Cascais, whilst walking to 
school with his grandmother and 
four-year-old brother, who were 
also involved and seriously in- 
jured in the incident. 

The boy was hit by two vehi- 
cles, the first running in to the 


toddler and projecting him into 
the opposite lane, where seconds 
later he was run over by a second 
on-coming car. 

Medical sources have said that 
the boy, named Alexandre, had 
suffered ‘extremely serious’ 
head, abdominal and chest inju- 
ries . His younger brother Duarte 
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and 62-year-old grandmother, 
who were hit by the first vehicle, 
also suffered serious head inju- 
ries, his sibling further sustaining 
abdominal wounds, though of 
lesser severity. 

All three victims were rushed 
to Lisbon’ s Sao Francisco Xavier 
Hospital, where Alexandre even- 
tually succumbed to the extent of 
his injurious and died later that af- 
ternoon. 

During his time in the hospi- 
tal, the child was operated on 
twice, the parents fully aware of 
his critical condition. 

Duarte and his grandmother 
remain under observation, 
though are said to be ‘ out of dan- 
ger’. 

One witness who tried to help 
in the aftermath of the accident, 
described how the grandmother 


was left face down on the tarmac, 
her grandson Alexandre on the 
opposite side of the road. 

Immediately after the impact, 
Alexandre was still conscious, 
though, according to the witness, 
lost consciousness a short while 
later. 

His last words, “It hurts”, 
were to a bystander who held his 
hand as he attempted to keep him 
awake. 

Both drivers were breatha- 
lysed, which showed negative 
results, and were later taken to 
Cascais’ hospital for drug tests. 

One of the drivers said the trio 
had crossed the road before sud- 
denly deciding to turn back. 

According to locals, this was 
not the first incident to occur on 
the particularly notorious spot, 
nor, they believe, will it be the last. 
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The death toll from a two-vehicle crash on a 
Portuguese highway has risen to 15 with 
the deaths overnight of two seriously 
injured people in a Lisbon hospital, officials 
said. 


Portuguese President Cavaco 
Silva expressed his “deepest 
sympathy” to relatives of the 
victims of Monday evening’s 
accident on the A-23 motorway, 
some 150 kilometres northeast of 
Lisbon, saying police were inves- 
tigating the cause of the “great 
tragedy”. 

The accident occurred when a 
municipal bus, carrying 38 stu- 
dents from a “seniors” univer- 
sity, collided with a passenger car 
and crashed into a 50-metre ra- 


vine at Fratel, near the town of 
VilaVelhadoRodao. 

Three helicopters and a fleet of 
ambulances ferried the dead and 
24 injured, four with serious in- 
juries, to hospitals in Castelo 
Branco, Abrantes and Lisbon. 

The bus involved in the fatal 
crash belonged to the Castelo 
Branco City Council and was 
taking senior citizen students 
home after a visit to the shrine of 
Our Lady of Fatima and the fish- 
ing port of Nazare. TPN/Lusa 


Four thousand 
pedestrians run 
over so far in 
2007 


During the first eight months of the year, an average of 1 6 
pedestrians were run over a day. 


Figures released by the Na- 
tional Road Safety Authority 
indicate that around four thou- 
sand people have been run over 
between January and August. 

A total of 79 people died as a 
result of their injuries, while a 
further 390 sustained serious 
injuries. However, around 25 
percent of these victims are re- 
ported to have died at a later 
stage as a result of their injuries . 

Further statistics show that 


around 13 percent of all road 
deaths in Portugal relate to pe- 
destrians. 

Last year, out of the 850 road 
fatalities, 137 were pedestri- 
ans. It is estimated that approxi- 
mately 60 percent of all pedes- 
trian fatalities take place in cit- 
ies such as Lisbon, and occur 
mostly on pedestrian cross- 
ings. 

The overwhelming maj ority 
ofvictims are aged 65 and over. 


Moves to publicly 
differentiate good 
and bad drivers 



Green, yellow and red are the colours the 
government intends using to classify good, 
average and bad drivers. 


‘Green’ drivers will be enti- 
tled to discounts, while those in 
the red will be required to repeat 
their driving test in order to have 
a green disk in the windshield of 
their cars. In order to receive a 
green disk, and therewith re- 
ceive discounts when purchas- 
ing a new car, fuel or accesso- 
ries, a driver must have not been 
responsible for an accident in the 
previous three years or one with 
blame the past decade. 

Dangerous drivers or those 
who will be forced to drive with 
a red disk will be people who 
have been responsible for at 
least two accidents the past 12 
months or four or more acci- 
dents the past decade. 


‘ Y ellow ’ drivers are those who 
have caused up to two accidents 
during the previous year or three 
the past ten years. 

But the move has not received 
full support from interest groups. 

Carlos Barbosa, chairman of 
the Automobile Club says stig- 
matising drivers will not prevent 
accidents, saying the government 
should instead look at introduc- 
ing a driver’ s licence points sys- 
tem similar to that in use in a 
number of European countries.

Spain asks for ‘El 
Solitmo’tobe 
handed over 

Spanish authorities have, for the second time, requested 
that the notorious lone bank robber known as ‘El Solitario’, 
real name Jaime Gimenez Arce, who was captured in 
Portugal be temporarily extradited for questioning in his 
homeland in connection to other cases. 


El Solitario is known to have 
held up a series of banks, and is 
suspected of murdering two 
Spanish Guardia Civil police of- 
ficers in Navarra, Spain, July 
2004. 

The gun that was seized in 
Portugal at the same time as his 
arrest has also been requested by 
Spanish police to aid their inves- 
tigations. 

In regards to permanent extra- 


dition, at the time of El 
Solitario’ s arrest Portuguese 
authorities admitted it would be 
a possibility, but only after the 
criminal is tried in a Portuguese 
court of law. 

Navarra police have asked that 
Jaime Gimenez Arce be tempo- 
rarily extradited for two months, 
in December this year, for ques- 
tioning, and will then be returned 
to Portugal. 


Lovers killed in car crash 

Two teenage sweethearts were killed in a violent car crash on the EN125, near Pata de Cima, Louie, 
Algarve, which also left two other teenagers seriously injured, one of them still in a critical condition. 



Tiago Jose Martins Ramada 
and his girlfriend Susana Correia, 
aged 17 and 18, were killed in- 
stantly, whilst two other youths, 
1 9 and 1 5 years of age, travelling 
in the same car, were left with se- 
rious injuries. 

One of them, 15 -year-old Dan- 
iel Veronica, a student at the

remains in a critical condition in a 
coma causedby extensive head and 
lung injuries in Lisbon’s Santa 
Maria Hospital. He was travelling 
on the back seat and is reported to 
have also suffered multiple frac- 
tures to the legs and jaw.

told police his son did not hold a 
driver’ s license, and the car, a sec- 
ond-hand Opel Corsa, was not 
insured.

Drought -Two thirds 
of Portugal currently 
affected 



Two thirds of the Portuguese territory has 
been suffering from a weak drought since 
October due to the higher than normal 
temperatures coupled with the lack of 
rainfall, the Portuguese Met Office 
revealed this week. 


Due to the current situation, 
hydroelectric activity has been 
limited at some dams, it has 
further emerged. 

“There has been an expan- 
sion in the area currently suf- 
fering from a weak drought”, 
explained Met Office chief 
Luis Filipe Nunes. 

Last October was also the 
driest this century and the sec- 
ond driest the past 18 years, 
with average rainfall down to 
35.4 mm from the norm of 
92mm. 

But there is little concern 
that the situation will cause im- 
mediate problems. 

The Water Board (INAG) 
says the current lack of rain will 
only become problematic 


should there be no or limited 
precipitation between now and 
next spring or summer. 

The dams hardest hit by the 
current drought are the Arade 
and the Lima. 

In terms of temperature read- 
ings, Alcacar do Sal in central 
Alentejo recorded 22 days 
where thermometers read 25 
degrees Celsius or higher. 

Temperatures in Lisbon, 
Faro and Estremoz were also 
higher than usual, with a total 
of 1 1 days seeing the mercury 
rise beyond 24 degrees. 

The weather this year is in 
stark contrast to that experi- 
enced last year, with last au- 
tumn being the third wettest in 
42 years. 
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Portimao bridge closure sparks 
panic and dismay 




Portimao’s 131 -year-old metallic bridge has 
dominated headlines this week following 
allegations of an imminent collapse after its 
present state of safety had been compared to 
that of the bridge in Entre-os-Rios, which 
collapsed in 2001 and tragically caused 59

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Mother kills 

baby 

daughter 

A 31 -year-old mother, be- 
lieved to suffer psychological 
problems, poisoned and killed 
her two-year-old daughter last 
week, in Madeira. The mother 
was visiting the toddler in an in- 
stitution in which she had been 
placed since birth, giving her a 
drink spiked with the fatal ingre- 
dient ‘paraquat ’, then finishing 
the rest of the drink herself. 

Both the woman and her 
daughter were taken to the Cruz 
de Carvalho Hospital in Funchal. 
Identified as Ana C . , the woman 
is currently in a stable condition, 
and has not yet been declared an 
official suspect in the death of 
her daughter. Police are awaiting 
the results of the two-year-old’ s 
autopsy. 

In Madeira, poisoning is still 
frequently used as a method to 
commit murder or suicide. An- 
other recent case saw a mother 
attempt to kill her 5 0-day-old son 
through poisoning, to protect 
the real identity of the child’s 
father from being discovered. 

Ana C . is believed to have long 
fought mental problems, her 
daughter was placed in care at 
birth, and she has no known em- 
ployment or immediate relatives. 

For days she lay between life 
and death following what is 
thought to have been a suicide 
attempt, and is now under police 
observation. 

When ingested. Paraquat gen- 
erally has a mortality rate of 1 00 
per cent. 


Thousands of residents in 
many of Lagoa’s parishes will 
now have to come to terms with 
living on the “wrong side” of the 
Arade river, as the bridge’s clo- 
sure is set to bring about isolation 
last seen in the pre-automobile 
period or, in the very least, an 
increase in transport costs and 
dozens of hours wasted each 
month as travelling times are set 
to double, for thousands of par- 
ents and workers. 

For years the bridge has been 
subj ect to extensive interventions, 
mainly underwater examinations 
on its pillars as a means to assess 
its exact state of sturdiness. 

Reportedly the crossing, 
which was built in 1 876, will be 
closed this Saturday, onNovem- 
ber 1 0*, in preparation for thor- 
ough restructuring works . 

How long those works will 
take to complete is as yet un- 
known, though talk is the bridge 
will remain closed until well into 
2009. 

Contributing to increasing 
worries was the suggestion ear- 
lier this week that Portimao City 
Hall would close the bridge with 
immediate effect, should private 
road company EP - Estradas de 
Portugal, who are responsible for 
assessing the bridge’s safety - 
not issue a statement confirming 
there was no imminent danger for 
those using the bridge, to put lo- 
cal people’s minds at ease. 

EP did reply and in a fax to 
Portimao City Hall reaffirmed 
the bridge ’ s safety until Novem- 
ber 1 0*, and has refuted that such 
drastic measures are necessary, 
saying the bridge is still perfectly 
safe to be used, though have 
stressed it will be closed on the 
previously-stipulated date. 

Local residents have since 
started to voice their concerns 
over the bridge’s closure due to 
the lack of alternative routes into 
Portimao. 

The nearest alternative bridge 
- locally known as the ‘New 
Bridge’ - would entail an ap- 
proximate 10-kilometre detour 
for those living on the other side 
of Portimao ’ s Arade River, in the 
district of Lagoa, namely in 
Ferragudo, Parchal and 
Mexilhoeira da Carrega9ao. 

Most people from those areas 
work in Portimao, have children 
attending school there, are de- 
pendent on the bridge and will be 
the worst affected by its closure. 


While elusive Lagoa Mayor 
Jose Inacio was unavailable for 
comment for two days leading up 
to The Portugal News going to 
press, head of Ferragudo parish 
Luis Alberto, in a statement sent 
to The Portugal News said: 
“The closure of the Rio Arade 
Bridge, which will presumably 
last for more than two years, in 
an attempt to reinforce the struc- 
ture by rebuilding disintegrating 
pillars, will leave the residents of 
two of the worst affected areas 
(Ferragudo and Parchal) with no 
choice but to cross the river by 
car, over the other bridge. 

“This will cause not only a sig- 
nificant deterioration in traffic 
congestion, but also a steep rise 
in those trying to enter Portimao, 
as most of the inhabitants of these 
two towns work and their chil- 
dren study in that city, on which 
a large part of their social and eco- 
nomical blanket is dependant”. 

Portimao Mayor, Manuel da 
Luz, speaking after an emergency 
meeting with national road com- 
pany Estradas de Portugal com- 
plained, that he had not been 
warned with sufficient notice of 
the dangers facing the 131 -year 
old structure. 

Those who cross the bridge on 
a daily basis by foot or two-wheel 
transport will still be able to do 
so, though a regular boat crossing 
is an alternative that is currently 
being looked into. 

Users will reportedly pay a 
return ticket of €1.20, and 
Deputy Mayor Luis Carito has 
confirmed the boats “in principle 
have the capacity to respond to 
the population’s needs”. 

In 2005, inspectors gave the 
Portimao bridge the worst pos- 
sible classification in terms of 
conservation, which led to an 
emergency intervention on six of 
its seven pillars, and the opening 
of a public tender to find a con- 
tractor to carry out underwater 
work on all seven of its pillars. 

Despite the severity of the 
bridge’s state, only this year has 
significant intervention com- 
menced. Work is expected to start 
in January, and will reportedly 
cost at least 3.4 million euros. 

Construction company Betar 
were this week reported as say- 
ing that a new Arade bridge would 
cost five million euros, and would 
take 1 1 months to build, adding 
reparation costs would eventu- 
ally amount to €5 .4 million. 
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Three missing yachtsmen 
saved off southern coast 



Three yachtsmen were rescued on Wednesday by a cargo ship off the 
southern Portuguese coast after being reported missing for six days, 
officiais said. 


The Portuguese Navy said the 
three sailors, all Portuguese, were 
spotted by a cargo ship about 100 
nautical miles southeast of Cape 
St Vincent. The missing yachts- 


men were still aboard their boat, 
“Guy 1 ”, and taken onto the cargo 
ship reportedly in good health. 

A Portuguese Navy corvette 
has been sent to bring the missing 


crew back to Lisbon. A search and 
rescue operation, involving Por- 
tuguese and Spanish planes and 
ships, was launched last week af- 
ter the yacht went missing.

Excrements found in 2001 in 
the Adi9a mountain range, 
Alentej o, were the last remain- 
ing pieces of evidence to prove 
the Iberian Lynx ever roamed 
the Portuguese countryside. 

However, in 2009 the first 
occupants of a reproduction 
centre wholly dedicated to 
repopulating the Iberian lynx ’ s 
species and which will be built 


in Silves are expected to arrive 
from Spain. 

State Secretary for the envi- 
ronment Humberto Rosa has said 
that, “without this centre the Ibe- 
rian Lynx would face sure extinc- 
tion and would not stand a chance 
neither in Portugal, nor in Spain”. 

In the pipeline are other simi- 
lar protection and conservation 
plans, one destined at the 


‘Saramugo’ fish - a small, 
Sweetwater fish found only in 
Portugal and which is currently 
dwindling - for the Sado estu- 
ary ’s bottle nose dolphins and 
for various species of endan- 
gered birds of prey. 

Estimated to cost 3.6 million 
euros, the Iberian lynx’ s repro- 
duction centre is hoped to be 
complete by 2008. 


Pharmaceuticals 
available to 
orderon-line 


Since Wednesday this week, 
pharmacies and other shops that sell 
non-prescription medication, and 
that have their own websites, have 
been given the go-ahead to sell these 
products on-line or by telephone, to 
be delivered to the home. 


On their website, na- 
tional medication distribu- 
tor Infarmed have listed lo- 
cal establishments which 
have on-line ordering facili- 
ties. 

Products available for on- 
line ordering include all 
vaccination not included in 
the national vaccination 
plan, like the flu jab, home 
support, first aid and medi- 


cation information, and aux- 
iliary techniques for diag- 
noses and treatments. 

This last piece of on-line 
information was contested 
by the National Doctors 
Board, which claims that all 
exams should be carried out 
by qualified doctors, and that 
being associated to pharma- 
cies is against their deontol- 
ogy- 


Algarve 
rocked by 
mid-scale 
quake 

On Tuesday night an 
earthquake measuring 3.7 
on the Richter scaie was feit 
in the regions of Lagos, 
Portimao, Lagoa and 
Siives, though no personal 
injuries or materiai iosses 
were caused. 

This was confirmed by the 
National Institute of Meteorol- 
ogy, deteeted 85 kilometres 
south of Cape Saint Vineent, at 
nine minutes past eleven at night. 

Aeeording to the reading, the 
quake would have been felt most 
intensely in Lagos and Portimao, 
and with lesser intensity in Lagoa 
and Silves.

Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
has supported discussion of France’s 
proposal for the creation of a north-south 
Mediterranean Union, calling it a “new 
idea” that could bolster European ties to 
the Arab world.

“F m in favour of a debate .It’s 
a new idea”, Amado told j oumal- 
ists Monday evening before host- 
ing a dinner kieking off the IX 
Euromed meeting in Lisbon that 
gathers foreign ministers from the 
27 EU eountries and 1 0 southern 
and eastern Mediterranean neigh- 
bours. 

“We must explore all possi- 
bilities, give a strong political re- 
sponse to a new political strat- 
egy that we face in this region, 
taking into account relations with 
the Arab Islamic world”, he said, 
speaking for Portugal’s EU 
presidency. 

Amado said the proposal for a 
Mediterranean Union, first 
launched in September by French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy, 
would be discussed to “see if we 
can go forward with it”. 

He said the discussion would 
continue next year, expressing 
hope that under the French EU 
presidency during the latter half 
of 2008 “a concrete project can 
be identified with the support of 
member states”. 

French Foreign Minister 
Bernard Kouchner is expectedto 
elaborate on Sarkozy’ s proposal 
during the Monday-Tuesday 
Euromed conference in Lisbon. 

During a visit last month to 
Morocco, Sarkozy described his 
vision of a future Mediterranean 
Union as “a political, economic 
and cultural” meshing based on 
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EC steps up 
capability to 
protect citizens 
against the threat 
ofterrorism 

The European Commission acdoptecd a new package of 
proposals aimecj at improving the EU’s capabilities in the 
fight against terrorism. 


The package contains a series 
of proposals dealing with the 
criminalization of terrorist train- 
ing, recruitment and public 
provocation to commit terrorist 
offences, the prevention of the 
use of explosives by terrorists 
and the use of airline passenger 
information in law enforcement 
investigations. It also contains a 
report on the implementation of 
one of the key legal instruments 
of the EU’s counter terrorism 
arsenal. 

Announcing the adoption of 
the new measures this week, 
Vice-President Franco Frattini, 
said that, “terrorism remains a 
threat to the political founda- 
tions of the European Union as 
well as to the life and well-being 
of our citizens”. The territory of 
the Union was violently at- 
tacked in Madrid (March 2004) 
and in London (July 2005). 


Many other plots were re- 
cently foiled, in Austria, in Den- 
mark, in France, in Germany and 
in the UK. He added that “none 
of our fellow citizens is immune 
from this threat and terrorism 
may also strike at European citi- 
zens and interests abroad. 

Terrorists will strike when- 
ever, wherever and with what- 
ever means to make the most im- 
pacf ’. He went on to say that “we 
cannot be complacent, we have 
to continue striking the right bal- 
ance between being aware of the 
threat and taking adequate and 
proportionate measures, both at 
European and national level, to 
prevent it. Our goal remains pre- 
serving the right balance between 
the fundamental right to security 
of citizens, the right to life and the 
other fundamental rights of indi- 
viduals, including privacy and 
procedural rights.”

EU looks

The European 
Commission this week 
acdoptecd its annual 
strategy paper for the 
EU’s enlargement 
policy. 

The annual report shows 
how the renewed consensus, 
agreed by EU leaders at their 
December 2006 Summit, is 
implemented. A carefully 
managed enlargement proc- 
ess continued in 2007. The 
Commission also reviewed 
the progress achieved in each 
candidate and potential can- 
didate country. It concludes 
that there has been steady 
though uneven progress in 
the Western Balkans and the 
region continues to face ma- 
jor challenges. Turkey’s ac- 
cession process is on track, 
while there is a need to revi- 
talise the reforms. 

Presenting the reports 
Commissioner for Enlarge- 
ment Olli Rehn said: “In 2007 
there has been steady but 
uneven progress in the West- 
ern Balkans. We still need to 
face maj or challenges, such as 
the Kosovo status process, 
Serbia’ s democratic develop- 
ment and state building in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. I 
expect that in 2008 condi- 
tions will be fulfilled and thus 
we will be able to complete 
Stabilisation and Association 
Agreements with all coun- 
tries in the region.” 

“In Turkey democracy 
prevailed over the political 
crisis. The new momentum 
should now be used to re- 
launch the reforms to im- 
prove fundamental freedoms, 
particularly the freedom of 
expression and religious free- 
dom, so that they prevail in 
all comers of the country and 
in all walks of life”, added 
Commissioner Rehn. 
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Upcoming Europe- 
Africa summit will 
strengthen eombat 
of climate change, 
says PM 

Next month’s summit between the 
European and African Unions in Lisbon 
will allow important steps to be taken to 
combat climate change with the adoption 
of a joint strategy in this area by the two 
blocs, Portuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates was reported as saying on 
Wednesday by the Lusa News Agency. 


Addressing the opening of the 
“European Development Days” 
forum on climate change and de- 
velopment in Lisbon, Socrates 
said Portugal’ s EU presidency is 
working to find “pragmatic solu- 
tions in the area of adapting to 
climate changes”, particularly in 
Africa where consequences are 
“most immediate and devastat- 
ing for people.” 

Despite Africa being the con- 
tinent making least contribution 
to climate change, noted Mr 
Socrates, “it is ironically the 
most vulnerable, especially in 
questions of human security.” 
“In the African continent, in 
which economies are largely 
based on agriculture, climate al- 
terations have caused profound 
changes in agriculture, creating 
serious ruptures in food security 
and, consequently, dramatic de- 
partures of people in search of 
better living conditions.” 

Acting to tackle climate change 
is “also a combat of poverty and 


underdevelopment” in Africa, 
said Portugal’ s leader, calling for 
“incentives” to be offered to 
countries with high development 
rates like China, Brazil and India 
to join global efforts to cut car- 
bon emissions. 

The next big challenge in the 
fight to cut worldwide emissions 
of greenhouse gasses is Decem- 
ber ’ s UN-sponsored conference 
on climate change in Bali, saidMr 
Socrates, expressing some opti- 
mism over chances of reaching 
accord on a successor to the 
Kyoto Protocol. 

“The process is difficult, but 
there are reasons to believe that 
it is possible to improve our ac- 
tion.” 

Speaking alongside Mr 
Socrates at the opening of the 
three-day forum on climate and 
development were European 
Commission Chief Jose Manuel 
Barroso, EU Development Com- 
missioner Louis Michel and 
President Abdul Gayoom of the

Portugal this week revealed 
that 50 SEP immigration officers 
will be j oining the European Un- 
ion’ s Rapid Border Intervention 
Teams (Rabits).

EC launches 2^ European 
Development Days with focus on 
climatechange 

The second edition of “European Development Days” opened on 
Wednesday in Lisbon with the impact of climate change on developing 
countries top of the agenda. 


Around 1,000 decision- 
makers and stakeholders on 
development issues are cur- 
rently attending the 3 -day 
event in the Portuguese capi- 
tal which ends this Priday. 

This year ’ s forum aims to fo- 
cus on climate change issues 
and how to respond to the 
needs of already vulnerable 
countries hardest hit by the 
impacts of climate change. On 
Thursday, speakers and par- 
ticipants addressed the linkage 
between climate change, pov- 
erty and migration and exam- 
ined how developing nations 
can best adapt. 

President of the European 
Commission Jose Manuel 
Barroso said: “Climate change 
is the greatest challenge of our 
generation. Developed coun- 
tries have a special responsibil- 
ity to take the lead in cutting 


emissions and pushing a compre- 
hensive, global agreement on fu- 
ture climate action, in the UN 
framework. Last week in Lisbon, 
we launched the International 
Carbon Action Partnership, an 
initiative of pioneers from around 
the world to develop a global car- 
bon market. Pocusing the second 
edition of the European Develop- 
ment Days on climate change 
stresses this sense of global re- 
sponsibility in tackling this issue. 
W e are determined to help devel- 
oping countries to face the im- 
pact of climate change on the en- 
vironment and on human and so- 
cial development.” 

European Commissioner for 
Development and humanitarian 
aid Louis Michel will be present 
throughout the three-day event 
in Lisbon. Commissioner 
Michel said: “Nobody does 
more for developing countries 


than Europe. We are on track 
with scaling up development 
assistance, we are making it 
more effective together with 
the Member States and we 
strive to ensure other EU poli- 
cies like trade and environment 
more coherent with develop- 
ment goals. All this effort could 
go to waste if we do not act on 
climate change. This is the big- 
gest single challenge which we 
need to tackle together with our 
partners in developing coun- 
tries.” 

In September, the European 
Commission proposed a Glo- 
bal Alliance specific to climate 
change. The aim is to encour- 
age adaptation measures, re- 
duce emissions from deforesta- 
tion, take advantage of the glo- 
bal carbon market and help de- 
veloping countries be better 
prepared for natural disasters.

Presidency, expressed his confidence that the international Istanbul 
conference on Iraq will help defuse tensions along the border between 
Turkey and Baghdad’s predominantly Kurdish north. 


“I want to underline that the 
holding of this eonferenee is in it- 
self an important element in as- 
sessing the situation between 
Turkey and (Iraqi) Kurdistan”, Mr 
Amado told reporters after the 
meeting in the Turkish eapital. 

“The deelarations made and the 
eommitments taken by Iraq and 
its neighbours lead me to think 
that the eonferenee will have a 
positive effeet”, he added, refer- 
ring to the erisis sparked by re- 
eent Kurdish separatist guerrilla 
attaeks launehed against Turkish 
forees from Iraqi sanetuaries. 

The meeting, he said, “will 
eontribute to the development of 
a long-term regional proeess for 
the building of eonfidenee 
through dialogue and eoopera- 
tion among Iraq’ s neighbours”. 

Mr Amado foreeast that the 
visit to Washington Sunday by 
Turkish Prime Minister Reeep 
Erdogan would help in finding “a 
more favourable politieal and 
diplomatie framework” to avoid 
a threatened retaliatory Turkish 
“invasion” of northern Iraq. 

Earlier, in eomments to Lusa, 
Mr Amado said he had told the 
eonferenee that the European 
Union eondemned Kurdish “ter- 
rorist violenee” against Turkey, 
while urging “dialogue and eoop- 
eration” between Istanbul and 
Baghdad to find a peaeeful solu- 
tion for the problem. 

Mr Amado represented the 
EU, along with External Rela- 
tions Commissioner Benita 
F errero- W aldner, at the one-day 
eonferenee that also drew UN 
Seeretary-General Ban Ki-moon, 


US Seeretary of State 
Condoleezza Riee, regional for- 
eign ministers, permanent mem- 
bers of the Seeurity Couneil and 
representatives from the Arab 
League. 

The Portuguese foreign minis- 
ter told Lusa that in parallel meet- 
ings Saturday, he had reassured 
Turkey ’ s senior leaders that Lis- 
bon was “making an effort” to 
keep Istanbul’s EU aeeession 
talks on traek, from being “fro- 
zen”. 


“It would be a mistake to in- 
terrupt the proeess that should 
eount on good faith from all 
sides”, he said, adding that a 
“brusque interruption” would be 
“unaeeeptable”. 

Mr Amado said President 
Abdullah Gul, Prime Minister 
Erdogan and F oreign Minister Ali 
Babaean, had all indieated to him 
that Istanbul wanted to eontinue 
the aeeession negotiations, and 
was ready to move forward with 
required reforms .

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Promotion of Portuguese language 
key priority over coming year 



Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
said Friday that measures to widen the use of 
the Portuguese language will be a key 
priority over the coming 1 2 months for the 
CPLP Lusophone bloc.

The traditional December EU leaders’ summit in Brussels, marking the end 
of Portugal’s EU presidency, will go ahead as scheduled in Europe’s capital, 
despite the meeting starting on the same day as the signing of the bloc’s 
new treaty in Lisbon, officials said. 


A Belgian EU diplomat told 
Lusa that no request from Portu- 
gal or any other EU state has been 
made for the Brussels summit to 
be shifted to Lisbon. 

ClaraBorja, spokesperson for 
the Portuguese EU presidency, 
confirmed that Lisbon has not 
asked for the Dec. 13- 14 Brussels 
meeting to take place in Lisbon. 
Such a decision wouldneedunani- 
mous approval from all 27 EU 
members, noted Borja. 

But a Lisbon diplomatic 
source told Lusa that the Belgian 
government was “sounded out” 


over the possibility of relocating 
next month’ s European Council 
to Lisbon, to allow EU leaders to 
sign the bloc ’ s new treaty before 
their formal meeting. 

Europe’s heads of state and 
government will now travel to 
Lisbon to sign the treaty on the 
morning of Dec . 1 3 , before trav- 
elling to Brussels for the first 
evening session of the two-day 
summit. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel had been the first EU 
leader to suggest moving the De- 
cember summit from Brussels to 


Lisbon, to prevent allegations of 
a travelling circus by environmen- 
tal groups, concerned at the extra 
greenhouse gas emissions pro- 
duced by EU leaders flying to 
Lisbon for a few hours and then 
across Europe again to the Bel- 
gian capital. 

The EU’s reform treaty, re- 
placing the aborted European 
constitution rejected by Erench 
and Dutch voters two years ago, 
will be inked in Lisbon’ s historic 
Jeronimos Monastery and be 
known as the Lisbon Treaty.

EU Parliament looks at more school 
sports as answer to child obesity 


There are already 3 million 
obese children in Europe and 
this figure is rising by an esti- 
mated 400,000 a year. Bad diet 
and a lack of physical activity 
are believed to be the causes. 
They form a part of the 1 4 mil- 
lion overweight people in the 
EU. This condition can lead to 
osteoporosis and heart disease 
- which can develop early. 

Next week MEPs will debate 
measures to tackle obesity. One 
option being considered is 
guidelines to ensure that chil- 
dren exercise at least 3 times a 
week at school. 


A report by Hungarian MEP 
and former Olympic Eencer Pal 
Schmitt (EPP-ED) forms the ba- 
sis of the debate in Strasbourg on 
Monday 12 November. The re- 
port identifies a number of prob- 
lems across the Union. 

It says there is less time being 
available for sport, and that sport 
options at school are not diverse 
or interesting enough for young 
people. 

A study commissioned by the 
Parliament’ s Culture and Educa- 
tion Committee said that “in some 
member states the lack of sport- 
ing facilities... and PE teachers 


put physical education in a dif- 
ficult situation”. It concluded 
that “PE is often sacrificed to 
other academic subjects”. 

In an attempt to strike a bal- 
ance between physical and aca- 
demic education at school, the 
report suggests school timeta- 
bles have at least 3 physical ac- 
tivity lessons per week; that 
physical education becomes 
compulsory in all primary and 
secondary schools; better link- 
ing of school sports and sports 
outside school, and action to in- 
clude ethnic minorities and the 
disabled.

EU shows strong growth 
of productivity in 2006 

I The European Union in 2006 had its best economic performance since 
2000 with a growth of the Gross Domestic Product (GDP) of 3%. 


Productivity, measured by 
the increase of GDP per em- 
ployee, grew strongly for the 
EU-27 with 1.5 %, compared 
to an annual growth rate be- 
tween 2000 and 2005 of 1.2.% 
Employment growth accel- 
erated for the EU-27 by 1.6 %, 
whilst the average annual 
rise for the period 2000 un- 
til 2005 was 0.5 %. 

The European Competi- 
tiveness Report of the Euro- 
pean Commission, pre- 
sented today in Brussels, 
marks as well that in 2006 
productivity grew stronger 
in the EU than in the US (1.4 
%), of which the Commis- 
sion hopes this will be the 
start of a long term trend. 
The growth rates show a 
widespread improvement, 
across countries and eco- 
nomic sectors. 

Commission Vice-Presi- 
dent Gunter Verheugen, re- 
sponsible for enterprise and 
industry policy, said: 
“These are very encourag- 
ing results, which tell us 
that the reforms under the 
revised Lisbon strategy for 
growth and jobs are starting 
to bear fruit. European in- 
dustries have managed to 
maintain their positions on 
global markets, contrary to 
American and Japanese pro- 
ducers. Now the challenge is 
to push forward our reform 
agenda. I’m still concerned 
about the spending on re- 
search and development, 
particularly in the private 
sector. There is a clear need 
to step it up.” 

The Competitiveness Re- 
port was redesigned in 2006 
to contribute to a solid ana- 
lytical underpinning of the 
microeconomic pillar of the 
Lisbon strategy, dealing 
with policies fostering tech- 
nological progress, the use 
of information and commu- 
nication technologies 
(ICT), competition, product 
markets reform and infra- 
structures. 

Overall, European indus- 
tries - services and manufac- 


turing sectors - hold to their po- 
sitions on the global market 
better than their US or Japa- 
nese counterparts. Less posi- 
tive has been their internal 
performance, with a rather low 
growth of value added, labour 
and total factor productivity 
in the period since 1995. 

Job losses have been wide- 
spread in manufacturing. 
These are often associated 
with solid productivity growth, 
which has sustained the 
growth in value added of the 
sector. Sectors which wit- 
nessed a decline in both em- 
ployment and in value added 
are the production of leather 
& footwear, clothing, textiles, 
nuclear fuel and tobacco, as 
well as the mining industry. 

Conversely, apart from wa- 
ter transport (shipping), all 
the industries with the high- 
est rates of value added growth 
- communication equipment, 
office machinery and comput- 
ers - relate to ICT. Investment 
in ICT brings high returns in 
terms of productivity when 
accompanied by appropriate 
organisational changes and 
investment in skills. 

The biggest productivity 
gap compared to the American 
industry can be found in the 
manufacturing of office ma- 
chinery and computers, 
wholesale and retail trade, air 
transport, and the financial 
services. 

Microeconomic reforms 
contribute most to productiv- 
ity growth in the EU 

The report’s focus is on pro- 
ductivity, which is the key 
driver of competitiveness and 
welfare in the long term. The 
main source of the gap be- 
tween EU Member States and 
the US is total factor produc- 
tivity, i.e. productivity growth 
generated by intangible fac- 
tors such as technical progress 
or organisational innovation. 
Therefore, it makes sense for 
the EU to prioritise the 
microeconomic reforms 
known to contribute most to 
productivity growth, such as: 

Increased investment in 


R&D, in ICT, education and 
training; 

Stimulating entrepre- 
neurship by easing the start 
and growth of companies as 
well as enhancing the frame- 
work conditions for SMEs; 

Reinforcing better regula- 
tion practices and cutting red 
tape. 

Another major driver of 
economic efficiency is com- 
petition, either through 
trade openness, a reinforced 
Single Market or product 
market reform. F or example, 
the removal of remaining In- 
ternal Market barriers 
would bring a 2.2% increase 
in the EU-25 GDP and the 
creation of 2.75 million addi- 
tional jobs (equivalent to a 
1.4% increase in total em- 
ployment). 

One of the major findings 
of the Competitiveness Re- 
port is that coordination at EU 
level when carrying out these 
reforms reinforces their ef- 
fectiveness because of posi- 
tive cross-border knowledge 
spill-over effects and 
synergies among comple- 
mentary policies. 

The European manufac- 
turing industry will continue 
to be an engine of growth for 
the entire economy. Imple- 
menting the policies dis- 
cussed above will further 
improve the outlook but 
much will also depend on the 
ability of European manufac- 
turing firms to capitalise on 
the opportunities that global 
challenges, such as ageing 
and climate change, repre- 
sent. Technologies that per- 
mit to operate within much 
stronger environmental con- 
straints than today will offer 
lead market opportunities. 

Growth of labour and total 
factor productivity is likely to 
stay a maj or concern of Euro- 
pean policies in coming 
years, especially in the con- 
text of an ageing population. 
This underlines the crucial 
role of the Lisbon strategy 
and of its microeconomic pil- 
lar. 
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Christian Bikers open new 
Chapters in Portugal and Spain 



“The Navigator’s” of Lisbon, the 
Portuguese charter chapter of the 
“Christian Motorcyclist’s Association” on 
the Iberian Peninsula, founded in April 
of 2003, opened a second national 
chapter in the Algarve this past 
November 1®* of 2007.

The programme was as full as 
it was exeiting. V ibrant musie by 
R.P.M., the band of “The Navi- 
gator’s” in Lisbon, filled the hall 
of the Retreat Centre in Bias near 
Olhao in an inaugural eeremony 
that started at 15h30. The presi- 
dent of CMA Portugal then 
spoke to the colourful hall filled 
with both churched and 
unchurched people, bikers and 
others who had never ridden a 
motorcycle, as well as members 
of other motorcycle clubs that 
had accepted the invitation to be 
part of the festivities. The climax 
of the afternoon was undoubt- 
edly the presentation of the full- 
colour patches by the national 
leadership to the emerging Al- 
garve leadership. 

The members of “The King’s 
Riders,” the new chapter in the 
south of Portugal, have at the 
head of their budding chapter a 
female biker president. Ester 
Castelo. In all, seven members 
received their full-colour patches 
(the emblem worn on the back of 
biker’s jackets), they were: a vice- 
president, road captain, secre- 
tary, treasurer and two members 
of the leadership board, as well 
as the president. 

None of those in attendance 
budged from their seats before the 
very end of a very well-presented, 
image-driven program that culmi- 
nated with another great song 
about bikers on a mission by the 
R.P.M. ’ s. In the evening all of the 
members of both leadership 
teams sat down to a training ses- 
sion and a meal at the retreat cen- 


tre before calling it a night. 

In the morning they mounted 
their “steeds of steel” for the 
350km ride to Puerta de Santa 
Maria where they met with 
“Aguilas de Cristo,” the only 
chapter of CMA in Spain, started 
in April of 2007 with much help 
from CMA Portugal. Sessions of 
training, vision-casting, visits to 
local churches, and developing of 
relational bonds were enjoyed as 
the bikers rode to different towns 
in the local region. A couple of 
visiting Christian bikers from 
Alicante, some 900km from 
Puerta de Santa Maria, expressed 
their desire to open a second 
Spanish chapter of CMA in their 
home city. With great hope, faith, 
and a passion for missions to the 
world of bikers, they all set as 
their priority the founding of two 
new chapters: one in Alicante in 
Spain, and another in Oporto the 
largest northern city in Portugal 
during the year of 2008. 

The starting of new chapters 
is not so easy because very high 
standards have been set for these 
CMA bikers on the Iberian Penin- 
sula. New members have to 
qualify by successfully complet- 
ing the requirements of a five- 
stage process that requires a mini- 
mum time period of six months. 
The founding-president of 
CMA Portugal, Eddie 
Fernandes, explains: 'We are a 
Christian biker movement and as 
such we want to ensure that those 
who wear our colours are fully 
committed followers of Jesus 
Christ. We not only reflect the

work of our CMA family in the 
world, we also represent the 
Kingdom of God on earth. As such 
we cannot afford to have mem- 
bers who do a disservice to either 
God or CMA. In fact, other biker 
clubs expect us to be different and 
look up to us as people of char- 
acter, spirituality, and faith on 
whom they can rely in moments 
of trouble or when they are in 
need. We are always available 
when they need us and they will 
only come to us if they believe we 
have something to offer. I believe 
we have the best thing in the world 
to offer anyone: a new life with 
Jesus Christ! ” 

Although only in existence for 
four years the members of CMA 
Portugal have captured national 
attention repeatedly with several 
of their bold and visionary 
projects. They were responsible 
for publishing 10,000 copies of 
the Biker Bible in the Portuguese 
language. Annually they distrib- 
ute presents to children in hos- 
pitals, orphanages and SOS vil- 
lages having giving out gifts to 
over 900 children to date. In Au- 
gust of 2006 they rode from Lis- 
bon to Moscow (crossing 14 
countries and covering 
12,800km) to present 20,000 
Biker Bibles in the Russian lan- 
guage to bikers in Red Square 
while simultaneously raising 
over 16,000 Euros for Charity. 
They started a Biker Church to 
minister to all bikers searching for 
spirituality and God, and they are 
already a habitual presence at ral- 
lies where they set up stalls to 
offer prayer, counselling and 
help to all who are in need.

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The occasion was last week’ s 
Oil and Money conference in 
London, and the most spectacu- 
lar truth-teller was Christophe 
de Margerie, CEO of the French 
oil company Total, one of the 
international ‘‘big five.” Last 
year his predecessor, Thierry 
Desmarest, caused a flutter in 
the industry by predicting that 
world oil output would peak 
around 2020. This year, de 
Margerie said that “100 million 
barrels (per day). ..is now inmy 
view an optimistic case.” 

He was referring to the Inter- 
national Energy Agency ’ s esti- 
mate that world oil output 
would reach 116 million bar- 
rels/day by 2030, and the 
slightly more optimistic US 
government prediction that it 
will reach 118 million b/d by 
that date. Even these acts of 
faith are really a forecast of cri- 
sis, since calculations based on 
current trends (like a 1 5 percent 
annual growth in Chinese de- 
mand) suggest that 140 million 
b/d will be needed by 2030. 

The implication of De 
Margerie’ s remarks is that the 
crisis is coming a lot sooner 
than that. World oil output is 
nearing 90 million b/d now, but 
it is never going to reach 100 
million b/d. “Peak oil” may be 
just a few years away, or it may 
be right now. (You will never 
know until after the fact, since 
it is the point at which global 
oil production goes into gradual 
but irreversible decline.) 

Peak oil was first forecast by 
an American petroleum geolo- 
gist, M. King Hubbert, who no- 
ticed that the curves for oil dis- 
coveries and oil production 
were a very close match, but 
with a lag of thirty to forty years 
between the discovery curve 
and the production curve. At 
that point, in 1956, Hubbert 
was the director of research for 
Shell Oil, and the focus of his 
research was American oil pro- 
duction, then still the biggest in 
the world. 

At that time, American oil 
output was still rising rapidly, 
but Hubbert noticed that the 
shape of the output curve 
closely fitted the curve plotting 
the growth of American oil re- 
serves during the years of the 
great discoveries in Texas, 
Oklahoma and California. 
However, there had been no 
other huge discoveries since, so 
the annual amount added to 
American oil reserves had 
peaked and begun to decline in 
the late 1930s. 

Hubbert simply assumed that 
the production curve would 
continue to match the discovery 
curve with a three- or four-dec- 
ade lag, in which case, he pre- 
dicted, U S oil production would 
peak and start to decline in 
1970. That is exactly what it 
did, and American oil produc- 
tion is now down to about half 
of output in that peak year. So 
“Hubberf s Curve” became fa- 
mous in the industry, and was 
duly applied to global discov- 
ery and production rates as well. 


Oil discoveries worldwide 
peaked in the 1960s, so 
Hubberf s own forecast was 
that peak oil production world- 
wide would arrive in the 1 990s. 
The discovery of two giant new 
oil-fields in the 1970s (prob- 
ably the last two) in the North 
Sea and the Alaskan North 
Slope pushed that date down a 
bit, however, and one of 
Hubberf s successors as chief of 
research at Shell, Colin J. 
Campbell, subsequently calcu- 
lated that peak production glo- 
bally would not arrive until 
2007. Now, in other words. 

It is still deeply unpopular in 
the oil industry to talk about 
peak oil, but essentially what de 
Margerie was saying, albeit in 
a cautious and coded way, is 
that it is here or nearly here. The 
same sort of talk is coming from 
Rex Tillerson, chairman of 
ExxonMobil, who told the Fi- 
nancial Times earlier this year 
that he believed oil production 
from sources outside the Or- 
ganisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries could see “a 
little more growth” but would 
soon level off. And OPEC is 
generally assumed to be pump- 
ing very close to maximum ca- 
pacity. 

The International Energy 
Agency predicts that demand 
for oil will rise by 2 percent 
annually up to 2012, which 
means that total demand by 
then will reach around 1 00 mil- 
lion b/d. De Margerie, 
Tillerson and other insiders are 
suggesting that supply will not, 
which will have a profound 
impact on the price not just of 
oil but of practically everything 
else. 

The recent surge in the oil 
price, which may see it reach 
$ 1 00 a barrel in the near future, 
is largely a mirage caused by the 
collapse in the value of the US 
dollar. (The price of oil is gen- 
erally quoted in US dollars, but 
the cost of a barrel of oil in euros 
or yen has risen far less dramati- 
cally this year.) But the longer 
term trend, which saw the price 
rise fivefold between 1999 and 
2005, was driven by the tight- 
ening supply situation as de- 
mand raced ahead while pro- 
duction did not. 

It will get a lot worse if de 
Margerie is right, and he almost 
certainly is.

Cascais’ firebrigade was sum- 
moned towards the end of after- 
noon and despite their best at- 
tempts, a rising tide, violent 
waves and fast-fading light 
meant removing the body was 



On Saturday October 27, the 
SOS Children’s Village in 
Bicesse celebrated its 40* anni- 
versary. I sat in the full-to-ca- 
pacity social hall and looked 
around at the 62 children who 
now live in the Village accom- 
panied by the 8 Social Mothers, 
who have given up their lives to 
raise these children whom the 
courts have taken from their 
parents, for reasons we can and 
can’t imagine. Even though I 
have been a Godmother to 6 chil- 
dren for 9 years, I still shrink 
from knowing the full details 
about their backgrounds. But I 
know they must, in some way, 
be scarred. I see it in their inter- 
mittent tears, their sometimes 
dull eyes, and on their birthdays 
when I imagine they wonder if 
their birth mother or father re- 
members them. But I also see 
tremendous joy, sense of com- 
munity in their house and the 
V illage, and a sense of safety in 
a world that must be more se- 
cure than the one they were 
taken from. 

During the ceremony I was 


also impressed by the words from 
Peter Voelker, the SOS Village 
Deputy Secretary General for 
Europe, N orth America and Aus- 
tralia. “The real heroes are the 
mothers,” he said. At that mo- 
ment I looked for Amelia, the 
Social Mother (as opposed to 
biological mother) to my God 
children, the one who has raised 
them since their first day in the 
Village. A petite woman, with 
mid-length brown hair and 
smooth, olive skin, she sat next 
to two of the children and had her 
characteristic serene look. Sud- 
denly I realized that I’d spent 
years getting to know the chil- 
dren, but didn’ t know much at all 
about her background. 

When I asked if I could inter- 
view her, Amelia, with typical 
modesty, said, “Why me, 
Patricia? I’m not interesting.” 
But the children in her house, 
whom she has raised since some 
were infants, others age 6 (the 
oldestnow22), shook their heads 
“Yes, Patricia. Go ahead.” At 
that moment I pulled up a chair 
for Amelia and the children gath- 
ered around her in their chairs as 
well. The interview began in si- 
lence. Amelia looked at me, and I 
was momentarily afraid she 
might get up and leave. So I 
turned to the children, one at a 
time and asked, “What do you like 
most about Amelia? Silvia, now 
15, piped up: “I love her cook- 
ing, especially Bacalhau a Gomes 
de Sa.” The others nodded in 



impossible and all attempts were 
postponed until the following 
morning. 

However, the next 48 hours 
of rescue efforts were to prove 
equally frustrating and peril- 
ous for rescuers, particularly 
for divers. The body was fi- 
nally successfully hoisted 


from the crevice on Tuesday 
morning.

Then Fuis, who came 
to the V illage in infancy and sits 
next to Amelia at every meal and 
during TV time said, “Every- 
thing! I like everything about 
her.” Amelia couldn’t hide her 
smile. Joaninha, Fuis ’ s older sis- 
ter (The V illage is unique in that 
it keeps biological siblings to- 
gether), with obvious pride in her 
brown eyes said, “She’s the most 
fashionable mother in the Vil- 
lage.” Joana,now22,whocame 
at 7 with her younger brother 
Chico who attends hotel manage- 
ment school, said, “She has a 
great spirit of sacrifice for us. 
She’s patient and even does for 
us when she’s very tired.” 
Amelia listened as the children 
spoke. I wondered if she had ever 
heard these compliments before. 
By the look of modesty, tinged 
with contentment and a some- 
what subdued smile, I surmised 
that maybe she hadn’t. 

Then came Amelia’ s turn. The 
children listened intently as she 
spoke about her family, why she 
came to the V illage and how she 
feels aboutherwork. Amelia Reis 
was bom in Guarda 65 years ago 
into a family of 8. All others are 
married (two are now deceased) 
but Amelia took another path. 
“My life’ s goal has always been 
to be of service to others,” she 
said as she related the anecdote 
about when the two founders of 
the Bicesse Village, Maria do 
Ceu Mendes Correia and Palmira 
Cabrita Matias went to the so- 
cial work school where Amelia 
was studying at the age of 18. 
There they spoke about the Vil- 
lage, which at that time had not 
even opened. But at that moment 
their plans and Amelia’s life am- 
bition merged. First she worked 
in other social service agencies 
and then in 1 979, the two women 
contacted her. Two years later, 
in 1 98 1 , she came to the village 
and has lived and worked there 
as a Social Mother ever since. 

Now, twenty-six years later, 
Amelia has raised two sets of 
children. The first group con-

“They 
lived three to a room, “she ex- 
plains, “Gradually the oldest 
left and then anew family came.' 
Reluctant to take credit for all of 
the hard work and sacrifice, she 
says, “The oldest ones 
help...”,then adds, “...but I run 
the house.” And that she does. 
The house is spotless, organ- 
ized, meals are prepared and 
served punctually and manners 
insisted upon. Amelia also helps 
with the homework, takes the 
children to the dentist or doctor 
if they need to go as well as 
cleans, cooks, shops and cares for 
all details in the home. When 
asked her biggest challenge, 
Amelia whom the children, from 
the beginning, call Mae, says, 
“My challenge is to give each 
child what each one needs ac- 
cording to my ability.” And her 
ultimate goal? “I love to see that 
the children become of value in 
society.” Her trackrecord is ad- 
mirable: Amelia's children have 
gone on to technical and profes- 
sional schools, to work, to attend 
university and to raise healthy 
families of their own. 

The touchy question of retire- 
ment then surfaces. Amelia con- 
fesses that after the second group 
has left the V illage she will retire. 
The children sitting beside her 
nod as though they too under- 
stand that such a life of service 
must have its limits. What will 
she miss? “The warmth of each 
child. Even with the suffering, 
troubles and the hard work, I 
love them all. I never thought of 
giving up the work, never. It was 
my calling.” And is she content 
with her life’ s work? “Y es, yes, 
if I could choose again, I ’ d choose 
the same.”

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Portuguese cinema festival 
to open in Lagoa 


Lagos’ Genetically Modified 
-free Produce title was peti- 
tioned for by the City Hall along 
with a number of local farming 
organizations, and finally 
awarded after a long process by 
the Regionl Board for Farming 
and Fisheries. 

The Ministry of Agriculture 
has recognised the title as “an 
important step in politics for a 
government that is against Ge- 
netically Modified Produce”. 

Genetically Modified corn is 
cultivated extensively in Portu- 
gal, mainly in the Alentejo, 
Ribatejo, Baixo Mondego (to 
Aveiro) andMinho Litoral. It is, 
reportedly, regulated by law and 
can be grown alongside tradi- 
tional corn, as long as certain 
rules, adopted by law, are re- 
spected. 

For example, genetically 
modified and traditionally 


grown com must be separated by 
200-metres, but can be planted 
together if they ripen at differ- 
ent times. 

Left-wing Euro-MP Miguel 
Portas, who is openly against 
GMPs, has considered Lagos’s 
affirmation “very positive”, 
demonstrating that the region 
“did its homework and saw the 
procedure through till the end”, 
in what is a very complicated 
process. 

There are currently 4,200 
hectares of genetically modified 
corn being grown in Portugal, 
representing four to five per cent 
of the country’s total corn pro- 
duction. 

This year alone it is expected 
that more than 50,000 tonnes of 
genetically modified com will be 
produced, though, in Portugal, 
most GMPs are grown for cat- 
tle-feed. 


Some of Portugal’s most re-

Lagos was recently officially confirmed as the country’s only region to be completely free of Genetically 
Modified (GM) corn cultivation, and is the European Union’s first country to be declared a GM free zone, 
and, according to official sources, there are no more requests for official European recognition from 
anywhere else in Portugal.

Biker dies 
on EN125 

Thirty-five-year old civil 
construction worker Jorge 
Duarte was killed on Sunday 
after a tragic incident on the 
EN 125, near Pera, whenhe ran 
into the back of a turning car 
whilst travelling on his high- 
speed Kawasaki N inj a motor- 
bike. 

Enraged over the incident 
the ill-fated biker’s brother, 
Paulo Duarte, has voiced his 
opinion that on that particu- 
lar stretch of road, just after 
Pera, the dividing line “should 
be solid white and not an in- 
terrupted white line” as at 
present, allowing vehicles to 
turn into establishments on 
the opposite side of the road, 
“especially as there are two 
lanes in one direction, one for 
overtaking, and a single lane in 
the other direction”. 

Police have said that Jorge 
Duarte clipped the rear wing 
of an oncoming vehicle as it 
prepared to turn into a car- 
stand on the opposite side. He 
was on his way back from vis- 
iting his sister, who was work- 
ing at the Guia Algarve Shop- 
ping Centre. 

Originally from Oliveira de 
Azemeis, Jorge had lived in 
the Algarve, in Alcantarilha, 
for two years. His brother 
described him as an experi- 
enced biker, who had owned 
the Kawasaki for six 
months. 

Both police and the 
brother have suggested a set- 
ting sun and excessive speed 
could have contributed to the 
collision. 

Emergency medical teams 
were called to the scene and 
tried to revive Mr Duarte, but 
without success. The 66- 
year-old driver of the other 
vehicle escaped the incident 
without injury. 

Notorious for being ‘the 
deadliest road in Europe’, 
19 people have lost their 
lives on the EN125 this year 
alone. 

There are reportedly 12 
‘black spots’, the most haz- 
ardous points of the region- 
long road, and it is responsi- 
ble for one third of lives lost 
on all of the Algarve ’ s roads . 
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Hospital chiefs accused of staging’ 


resignations 


Elected members of the re- 
gional PS Socialist Party have 
accused the 19 heads of depart- 
ment at Faro district hospital 
(HDF) of ‘staging’ their resigna- 
tions after they collectively re- 
signed last Friday. 

Aldemira Pinto, spokesper- 
son for the PS members or par- 
liament, who met with F aro Hos- 
pital directors earlier this week 
for a two-hour emergency meet- 
ing, have accused the doctors of 
‘political motivation’, and guar- 
antee that the resignations will 
not be seen through. 

The resignations came after 
the doctors alleged last week that 
that hospital’s emergency unit 
was in a worse state than ever, 
with some patients waiting up to 
six or seven hours to be seen. 

MP Pinto responded by ques- 
tioning the doctors’ timing, the 
resignations being handed in dur- 
ing the elections for the head of 
the National Board of Doctors, 
saying, “When the situation in 
F aro is no worse now than it was 
a year ago”. 

“The administration of the 
HDF have been working in- 
tensely to resolve the problems 
experienced in the emergency de- 
partment”, she said, adding, “the 
doctors are not helping to solve 
the problem”, which she claims, 
“is not a new one”. 

Reportedly, at the root of the 


problem is the establishment’s 
burgeoning waiting lists, over- 
stretched staff, and alleged risks 
of high infection, and lack of dig- 
nity for patients. 

There are also claims of 
botched budgeting after the Gov- 
ernment was accused of not al- 
lowing sufficient financing in its 
2008 budget for the future re- 
gional ‘ Central Hospital ’ . 

These accusations were re- 
futed by the MP, who retorted, 
“It only goes to show the igno- 
rance of whoever made them”, 
explaining that the new hospital ’ s 
financing has been discussed and 
will be mapped out in 2009. 

She also guaranteed that the 
new Hospital Central do Algarve 
will be consigned and construc- 
tion works would commence, in 
2009, “as promised”. 

Pedro Nunes, current leader of 
the National Board of Doctors, 
has accused Faro hospital of op- 
erating illegally for the past year, 
by not having a head surgeon dur- 
ing night shifts. 

He considered the govern- 
ment’s lack of investment in the 
HDF as “a great sadness”. 

Minister for Health Correia de 
Campos has refused to comment 
on the current crisis at the HDF, 
an attitude that reportedly did 
not surprise the heads of AMAF 
- the Algarve Association or 
Municipalities. 


Ski slope for downtown Faro 


As part of this year’s Christ- 
mas andNew Y ear celebrations, 
a giant ski slope complete with 
artificial snow is to be erected 
in downtown Faro, in the city’s 
Pra 9 a da Pontinha. 

Building works will com- 
mence in the middle of this 
month, with the structure’ s in- 
auguration taking place on No- 
vember 24*, and will remain 
open until January 6*, Portu- 
gal’s ‘Day of Kings’. 

Faro City Hall councillor 
Joao Marques described the 
slope as being “a unique struc- 
ture in the south of Portugal”, 
and represents an investment 
of €70,000, fully financed by 
the City Hall. Part of the pro- 
ceeds will be donated to char- 
ity. 

“It will have a 60-metre 
slope, 40 metres of which are 
of inclined and 20 metres for 
de-acceleration. It is 10 metres 


wide and eight metres high”, he 
said. 

Both ski and snowboard en- 
thusiasts can use the slope, and 
there will be large rubber rings 
to sit and slide down on for 
those who are not so confident 
on two feet! 

As the slope is in Faro, the 
City Hall has voiced its inten- 
tion to host a snowboard com- 
petition, though nothing as yet 
has been confirmed. 

To entice city-goers into the 
swing of festive cheer, a red 
carpet will be rolled out 
throughout the city streets, 
lights and decorations will add 
to the atmosphere, along with 
music and mini merry-go- 
rounds for children. 

New Year’s Eve in Faro 
promises to be equally as en- 
tertaining, with a number of 
leading national acts lined up to 
see in 2008.

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State of the art radar for Ferragudo 


A new radar that is part of a 
nationwide Vessel Traffic System 
(VTS) is currently being built in 
Ferragudo, a significant piece of 
equipment, which, in conjunction 
with other identical apparatuses 
that have already been com- 


pleted, located in Faro (Praia do 
Farol) and Lagoa (Ponta do Al- 
tar), will ereate a radar network 
to control maritime traffic along 
and throughout the Algarve 
coastline. 

Despite its outer structure al- 


ready being complete, the tower 
is still awaiting technological 
equipment to become ftilly-func- 
tional. 

Four more VTS radars are 
planned for the region, three of 
which are confirmed for Monte 
Figo (Faro), Monte do Vale (Vila 
do Bispo) and Foia 
(Monchique). 

The system should be totally 
complete and operational by next 
year, when it will monitor the 
entire Algarve eoastline, which 
measures 50 nautical miles, or 92 
kilometers. 

According to information 
from the Minister of Public 
Works, Transport and Commu- 
nications, the system will not 
only allow better management of 
maritime traffic and navigational 
safety; it will “contribute to- 
wards improving sea search and 
rescue operations, as it will allow 
the earliest possible detection of 
any accident”. 

On a national seale, the VTS 
comprises a coastal subsystem (I 
the Algarve), and five other indi- 
vidual subsystems located in 
ports around the country - in 
Portimao, Faro, FigueiradaFoz, 
Viana do Castelo and Aveiro. 

All of the national subsys- 


tems, with the exception of 
Aveiro, are monitored by two 
main Traffic Control Centres, in 
Pa 90 d’Arcos (Oerias, Lisbon) 
and F erragudo (Algarve) . 

Any operation or intervention 
ean be divided by the two main 
centrals or assigned to one alone. 

Representing a one billion euro 
investment, the VTS system is 
partially financed by 
communitarian funds. 

Government estimates have 
predicted the VTS system will 
reduce vessel-accidents by 66 
per cent, claming it will save lives, 
control pollution and increase by 
five per cent the number of drug 
busts. 

Authorities also believe it will 
ensure sailors respect newly- 
stipulated corridors of maritime 
traffic separation, a good example 
being that of Sagres’ Cape Saint 
Vincent, which navigators are 
now obliged to sail round at a dis- 
tance of 14 miles from the coast, 
and not five miles, as previously. 

Also includedwithinthe VTS 
system is an Automatic Identifi- 
cation System (AIS), which au- 
tomatically detects and identifies 
ships along the Portuguese coast, 
allowing an ever better eontrol of 
maritime movement. 



Algarve ’s fighting future

In July the 
Albufeira bullring hosted the 
best international fight-night ever 
organised in Portugal, putting the 
final pieees in place for Florin’ s 
plans to bring bigger and bigger 
events to the Algarve. 

Bom in Romania, Florin went 
to Germany aged 1 6 then came to 
the Algarve a eouple of years 
later in the mid 90 ’s. His eareer 
as a fighter soon took shape and 
he rapidly climbed to national 
champion, and stayed there. He 
then fought his way through Eu- 
rope to become European Cham- 
pion in several divisions, one ti- 
tle he has held for 4 years. Now 
he’ s the most successful profes- 


sional fighter in Portugal. Not 
only is Florin a pro fighter, he 
trains and manages other fighters, 
as well as setting up top elass fight 
nights. Florin set up Dynamite, 
a fight promotion company and 
is now working on his 7* event - 
Dynamite 7. Still only aged 29, 
successful fighter, trainer, man- 
ager and promoter, and soon to 
be father for the first time. Flor- 
in’s future looks very bright on 
all levels. 

Florin’ s fight statistics boast an 
impressive 60 professional fights 
in Boxing, Muay Thai, Kickboxing 
& MM A (Mixed Martial Arts), 
but his main foeus has been on 
Thai boxing, with 43 wins, 1 7 by 
KO - his last fight was against a 
very hard German fighter which 
he won by KO in the first round. 
He ’ s also a 2 time European Cham- 
pion in Muay Thai, International 
Vale Tudo (MMA) champion of 
Portugal and 2006 GP Tourna- 


ment Champion. 

Success has brought more suc- 
cess as he has fought his way to 
the top. Eaeh year only the top 
European Thaiboxers get invited 
to eompete in the TV series “It’s 
Showtime Trophy”, an elimina- 
tion competition and reality TV 
fight show with the winner tak- 
ing away $100,000. In June, 
Florin won all his fights in the first 
round in Holland, making it to the 
finals in Thailand in September, 
but contractual obligations 
means he can’t tell us the results. 
Florin smiled and said, “Watch it 
onEuroSport in December! The 
training regime was amazing and 
the fights speetaeular.” 

October was another busy 
month for Florin as he prepared 
for his next big fight on the inter- 
national fight seene - Klash III in 
Romania. Florin explains, “Klash 
is the biggest Thaiboxing division 
in Europe. Their last event was 
part of my fight-card on the big 
fight-night in the Albufeira 
bullring. Dynamite 6. Klash 


fight-nights are shown all over 
Europe on EuroSport, Prima TV 
and other national channels, so 
my sponsors get a lot of TV eov- 
erage.” 

Coming off yet another im- 
pressive international success. 
Florin told us what ’ s next on his 
busy agenda - this time not as a 
pro fighter, but now as Fight 
Promoter. “Dynamite 7 is my 
next big fight-night, held in the 
Hotel Paraiso in Albufeira on 
Sunday 9^Dec. I’ve almost final- 
ised the fight-eardbut can tell you 
we have some great international 
fighters already signed up. 
There’ll beKl fights, Muay Thai 
kickboxing and an MMA fight. 
With the massive growth of 
MMA all over the world. I’m 
now building a cage and will be or- 
ganising some big MMA fight- 
nights for 2008. One thing is for 
sure - the Algarve will be hosting 
many big televised fight-nights in 
2008!. You might even see me 
fight in the UFC!”

every year. And, although Portu- 
gal is much smaller, we could all 
learn how to cut back during the 
festive season. 

In fact, it is thought that one bil- 
lion Christmas cards, 750 million 
bottles and glass containers, 500 
million drinks cans and seven anda 
half million Christmas trees are 
used over the holiday period. 

And as if that wasn’t enough, it 
is also estimated that as much as 
83sqkmofwrappingpaperwill end 
up in UK rubbish bins - enough to 
cover an area larger than Guernsey 
or Brighton! “The festive season 
is always about excess but it is per- 
fectly possible to have a great time 
and to give meaningful presents 
that won’t cost the earth,” explains 
Penney Poyzer, eco-expert and 
presenter of BBC Two’s No 
Waste Like Home. “A wasteful 
Christmas just isn’t necessary at 
all.” Festivities can pile on the 
pounds in your rubbish bin, but by 
following these recycling tips you 
can help keep your rubbish 
slimline. 

Food & Drink 

According to RecycleNow, the 
national recycling campaign for 
England, around 1 25,000 tonnes of 
plastic packaging are thrown away 
over Christmas - which is the 
equivalent weight of more than 
50,000 polar bears! 

“It’s amazing how much rub- 
bish we generate over the hohdays, 
but it is even more amazing when 
you see how much of it we can re- 
cycle - amassive 75% ofour house- 
hold waste could be reused,” says 
RecycleNow spokeswoman Julie 
Brown. 

“The most important step you 
can take is to identify what your 
local council will take from your 
doorstep, or where your nearest 
curbside recycling point is. Tofind 
out, visitwww.recyclenow.com,” 
she says. 

Saying no to unwanted carrier 
bags will also help; Brownrecom- 
mends keeping a ‘bag for life’ for 
use every time you visit the shops. 

When stocking up your Christ- 
mas larder, Poyzer believes that 
buying local produce can make a 
real difference to the envhonment. 

“Your Christmas lunch could 
have travelled over 26,000 miles to 
reach your plate. That’ s a lot of air 
miles and tonnes of carbon diox- 


ide,” she explains. 

“If you want home-grown or- 
ganic ingredients for meals, local 
farm shops, markets or box 
schemes are all better sources than 
supermarkets, and forveggie boxes 
try the Soil Association.” See then 
website - www.soil 
association.org - formore informa- 
tion. 

“Also buy drinks in large con- 
tainers, rather than lots of small 
ones. One large bottle means far 
less waste and it is more economi- 
cal. Buy loose vegetables as this 
will cut down the amount of sur- 
plus packaging, and why not start 
a compost heap,” she suggests. 

RecycleNow estimates 15,000 
tonnes of sprouts will be bought in 
the UK this Christmas - that’s a 
huge amount of compost! 

Presents 

“Each year more than 680 mil- 
lionbatteries are bought in the UK, 
but just 5% of those are recharge- 
able, so where possible, tryto avoid 
presents that rely on disposable 
parts,” Poyzer says. 

“Also, pass any unwanted gifts 
to the nearest charity shop, local 
hospital, play centre or school. 

“And for people who have eve- 
rything, buy a gift on theft behalf 
for someone who hasn’t,” she sug- 
gests. Great Gifts provide a huge 
range of ideas, and for just €8 you 
can purchase a life-saving mos- 
quito net. For those looking for 
something more unusual, aherd of 
goats can be bought! Visit 
www.greatgifls.org for more de- 
tails. 

When buying presents it’ s also 
a good idea to look out for recycled 
products such as bags, tableware 
and cushions, according to Poyzer. 

Try The Recycled Products 
Guide, the first ever list of prod- 
ucts made fromrecycled materials, 
with over 1 ,000 fashionable and 
eco-friendly products. Visit 
WWW . re cy cle dproduc ts . org . uk 
for the full directory. 

Treating friends and family to an 
experience present such as a day at 
a spa or flying lessons always goes 
down well, as it’ s bothpersonal and 
fun.

“Artificial trees are difficult to 
recycle, so buy areal tree withroots 
andplant it in the garden, ready for 
next year,” Poyzer advises. 

“Or as another inexpensive op- 
tion, get some twigs, dress it with 
tinsel and baubles and then when 
you’ve finished put it in the com- 
post.” 

“It’s amazing when you find out 
what happens to your recycled 
waste,” agrees Brown. 

“One recycled newspaper will 
become another newspaper in 
seven days, anything steel or alu- 
minium couldbe made into cutlery 
andplastic bottles are usedin fleece 
jackets,” she adds. 

Poyzer sums up: “If everyone 
made just a few changes, the dif- 
ference couldbe remarkable. We 
really need to think about giving the 
planet a bit of a holiday at Christ- 
mas, so choose to reuse!”

SIR, I see that Alvor now has a 
second Campsite, and what’s 
more it has a highly desirable lo- 
cation, just five or six metres from 
the beach, with uninterrupted 
views of the ocean. I am sure there 
are many hotels and private de- 
velopers who would love to be 
able to build on this prime land, 
but due to E.U. laws are no longer 
permitted to do so. 

However, it seems Alvor is 
content to ‘turn a blind eye’ to 
this fact, allowing so called ‘wild- 
campers, ’ who should be paying 
to use the facilities of the licensed 
Dourada Campsite, free access to 
park their vehicles anywhere they 
choose. Last week we counted26 
of these vehicles parked both in 
the carpark (which has a sign for- 
bidding camping and caravans ! ) 
by the football ground, and along 
by the Windsurfer and Cinco 
Quinas Restaurants. 

Their registration plates 
showed they were from various 
countries, including: Britain, Por- 
tugal, France and the Nether- 
lands.

his fellow citizens are in favour 
of such consultation, there may 
at least be an interesting, if not ar- 
resting, ratification process in 
Portugal! I suspect that similar 
polls throughout the EU are even 
now pointing up similar maj ori- 
ties in favour of a popular refer- 
ral. 

The real point is that when 
national governments are elected, 
they do not obtain a mandate for 
whatever policies they may wish 
to pursue in Europe. The elector- 
ate can only vote over issues over 
which its rulers have immediate 
control. Foreign policy only be- 
comes an electorial issue in the 
case of ‘determinating’ countries 
such as the U S A. The full impact 
of policy decrees coming from all 
our national governments in their 
own ‘European Assembly’, is 
only really ever experienced 
sometime later, but the opportu- 
nity rarely, if ever, presents to 
‘punish’ them for any adversity 
they visit upon their electorates. 
The presumption is that such a 
luxury would be pointless. Y ou 
cannot go and just vote-in a Eu- 
ropean Government ‘in- wait- 
ing’ You’re stuck with the one 
you’ve got! The rulers of Europe 
know that the overwhelming 
maj ority of those who want a ref- 
erendum actually want the op- 
portunity to say politically. 


“Y ou’re no dammed good” ! 

Sabotaging its enabling mecha- 
nisms is rather like an elected as- 
sembly having the power to 
refuse taxed funds for an execu- 
tive’s unpopular war. The EU is 
an ex-officio organisation. Rulers 
at Level B have the automatic 
right to be mlers ofLevel A. There 
is the fiction that in voting for 
Level B, the electorate is voting 
also for Level A transference. I 
think the majority of European 
electors want a direct electoral 
sanction at Level A. 

What about the European Par- 
liament? At the moment, the task 
of any meaningful coalition for- 
mation from the parties ofthe 27- 
member union, seems insuper- 
able. In due course, a better ap- 
proach may be to form Europe- 
wide parties specifically for the 
purpose of contesting European 
parliamentary elections. In effect 
coalitions are founded on a 
commonality that is revealed to 
exist between nation-bounded 
constituencies in various member 
states. Once European politics 
becomes thus articulate, the Eu- 
ropean Parliament’s claims to 
power over the Commission be- 
comes irrecusable and even the 
Council will start finding itself 
answerable to that body!

We were greeted by AWS 
member Lone Kallqvist, who or- 
ganized the visit, and Teresa, 
who eondueted the tour of the 
winery. The winery was started 
in 1 999 and today its total annual 
produetion is about 100,000 li- 
tres of very drinkable reds, 
whites and roses from 25 ha. of 
vines. Their best known names 
are Tapada da Torre and Alvor. 

Upon entering the eool inte- 
rior of the Quinta, the group saw 
a number of huge terraeotta Ali 
Baba style pots, eompeting in 
importanee with the more usual 
stainless steel vats and the oak 
barrels that were standing along- 
side. Teresa explained that 
these pots, being quite porous, 
were no longer part of the wine 
storage system used today. Un- 
til quite reeently they were, how- 
ever, used for the everyday 
wines that were meant to be eon- 


sumed quite young. More so- 
phistieated methods are now in 
use, with thermostatieally eon- 
trolled stainless steel vats to fer- 
ment the grapes, with the reserva 
reds being matured in oak bar- 
rels before being bottled on the 
estate. 

After the tour, open bottles of 
wine were waiting on a delight- 


ful eovered terraee for the AWS 
members to taste. First we tried 
a dry, very pleasant white named 
Alvor, made from the Arinto and 
Siria grapes. Then we moved on 
to their very interesting deep pink 
rose made from 100% Syrah. 


And finally the reds. First was 
Foral Albufeira, made from a 
blend of 4 grape varieties and 
definitely a wine to aeeompany 


red meats. The tasting ended on 
a high note with the Alvor 
Reserva 2004, a Silver award 
winning wine, whieh was also a 
blend but this time with Cabernet 
Sauvignon, and the reeently bot- 
tled Alvor Red 2006. 

It was time to take our leave, 
say our farewells, and head off 
down the road to the nearby Res- 


taurant Solar do Farelo. A long 
leisurely luneh ensued. A won- 
derful lobster bisque with freshly 
baked rustie breads was the im- 
pressive start to the meal, fol- 
lowed by a ehoiee of the most ten- 
der roast duek a F orange or sue- 


eulent lamb easserole in indi- 
vidual earthenware dishes. Both 
were equally well reeeived, and 
the Morgado da T orre wines kept 
paee with the lively eonversation 
around the room. The meal was 
rounded off by a seleetion of tra- 
ditional Portuguese puddings 
and fruits, aeeompanied by a de- 
lieious sweet dessert wine, with 
eoffee for those who still had 
room. It had been yet another 
thoroughly enjoyable Algarve 
Wine Soeiety day out. 

The next events on the AWS 
ealendar will be a tasting of Dao 
wines followed by dinner at 
Barringtons in Vale do Lobo on 
November 2 P' and the traditional 
Christmas luneh at the Orangerie 
in Villa Monte on Deeember 12*.

Bewitchini Bermuda 


A visit to Bermuda soon demonstrates 
why the rich and famous, and ordinary 
holidaymakers, fall in love with it. 


Silver-bearded Johnny Barnes 
has been camping on Bermuda’ s 
Crow Lane roundabout for about 
five hours each weekday for more 
than 20 years. 

The former bus driver has been 
spreading goodwill by blowing 
kisses and shouting ‘I love you’ 
at passing commuters and tour- 
ists since an epiphany in 1983. 
He makes for a rather curious 
sight on an upmarket island 
famed for a certain degree of cool, 
colonial reserve. 

While Johnny is not overly 
discerning about the obj ects ofhis 
affection, his welcome does sum 
up the spirit of an island paradise 
which many travellers instinc- 
tively link to garish shorts and 
disappearing aircraft. 

Even Barry Manilow voiced 
reservations about the Bermuda 
Triangle and who am I to argue? 

Undeterred by the crooner’s 
warblings, I hopped on a Ber- 
muda-bound plane and was soon 
totally bowled over by this tiny 
north Atlantic island. 

Bermuda has a big advantage 
over the Caribbean in its proxim- 
ity to the UK. Y ou get a Carib- 
bean vibe and sub-tropical tem- 
peratures, and the chance to sip 
heady rum cocktails on paradise 
beaches, all within a six-and-a- 
half hour flight from London or a 
two-hour return trip from New 
York, if you tack on a shopping 
spree in the Big Apple to cash in 
on the cheap dollar. 

Spanish sea captain Juan de 
Bermudez discovered the unin- 
habited island 600 miles off the 
Carolina coast back in 1503. 
Treacherous reefs earned it the 
nickname Isle of Devils and it was 
1 609 before the arrival of the visi- 
tors who put it on the map. 

British ship the Sea Venture 
was shipwrecked on the island in 
a storm - immortalised in Shake- 
speare ’s The Tempest - en route 
to colonise Virginia’s James- 
town settlement. Admiral 
Somers and his fellow castaways 
spent a year building two ships. 
Deliverance and Patience, to 
complete their Virginia voyage - 
and left behind a handful of men 
to establish an English claim to 
the island. 

England eventually saw a po- 
tential for colonisation and 
shipped out a few dozen settlers 
to seal the deal. Today, this el- 
egant tax haven is home to 65 ,000 
people, including Hollywood A 
list couple, Michael Douglas and 
Catherine Zeta-Jones. 

Perhaps it’s proof of Bermu- 
da’s exclusivity that celebrities 
don’t have to hide behind a ring 
of steel and CCTV, and they 
cheerfully pop out for a carton 
of milk without any island eye- 
lids batting. 

It’s easy to see why the rich 
and famous, and lucky holiday- 
makers, are bewitched by Ber- 
muda. 

Pretty houses sugar-coated in 
shades of mint green, powder 
blue and lemon yellow nestle 
among lush green palms, their 
white lime-washed rooftops - to 


purify rain for drinking water - 
glinting in the sunshine. 

The slightly cooler months 
from November to March make 
up the Golf & Spa season. 

Golfing here is pretty much 
perfect. The island has eight stun- 
ning courses, such as the Mid 
Ocean Golf Club, ranked among 
the top 50 links in the world. 
T eeing off is nothing short of eu- 
phoric as you slide a driver from 
your bag and sweep your eyes 
down the fairway to the green, 
against a backdrop of turquoise 
ocean.

Thanks to instruc- 
tion from my mentor Johnny 5 
(and yes, he was named after the 
cleverrobotinthe Short Circuit 
film), I was able to steer my ex- 
citable equine companion Buddy 
up a steep hillside path, over a 
couple of main roads and, by the 
hour’s end, we were trotting 
across the deserted beach as the 
sun came up. 

It’s the closest I’ll ever come 
to a Black Beauty moment, but it 
was pretty amazing.

beach outfit, remember that Ber- 
muda shorts are not the brightly 
patterned surfer-dude swim- 
ming trunks I envisaged, but 
rather an everyday work outfit 
worn in the boardroom in place 
of stifling suits - complete with 
shirt, tie, blazer and knee-high 
socks. 

Sartorially enlightened, it was 
time for me to explore. 

Bermuda is a chain of seven 
main islands which form a fish- 
hook shape with the two main 
towns located at either end. 


The World Heritage site of St 
George, with its twisting cobbled 
streets and forts, is Britain’ s sec- 
ond oldest settlement in the New 
World and contrasts with the 
more modern capital Hamilton - 
which is Bermuda’s commercial 
centre. 

Hamilton has a clutch of bou- 
tiques, restaurants and bars to 
choose from, such as the impres- 
sive steak-famed Waterlot Inn, 
where my surf ‘n’ turf of a ten- 
der 8oz filet steak and South Af- 
rican lobster tail made a mock- 


ery of its English pub equivalent. 

A vivid snapshot of the is- 
land’s colourfiil past is available 
in Bermuda’s Maritime Mu- 
seum and Royal Naval Dock- 
yards, which were built by Eng- 
lish convict ‘rock boys’. They 
became the hub of British forces ’ 
shipbuilding during the 1800s 
and a pivotal military base from 
the American War Of 1812. 

Going even further back in time 
are the Crystal Caves, with 1.2 
million-year-old stalactites spar- 
kling around an underground lake 


- reputedly discovered after two 
schoolboys lost their cricket ball 
down a six-inch hole. 

Another highlight of any trip 
is Bermuda’s signature dish of 
rum-spiced fish chowder. In fact 
the island’s famous Gosling’s 
rum is in pretty much everything 
here and the Dark ‘n’ Stormy rum 
cocktail is the perfect way to 
wash down your Bermudan ex- 
perience. As Johnny Barnes 
might say: “You’ll love if’.

:: BAG APPEAL 

So what’s the appeal of the 
fashionista’s accessory of 
choice? 

“These days, sporting the It 
bag of the season transforms 
sidewalk into catwalk for its 
owner,” explains Caroline Cox, 
author of Bags, An Illustrated 
History. 

When former Gucci guru T om 
Ford was asked what makes a 
goodbag, he replied withouthesi- 
tation: “It’s like you’ve gotta 
have it or you ’ll die.” 

And thousands who’ve suc- 
cumbed to the religion of bag 
worshipping would agree.

Supermodels and celebrities 
are papped flashing a different It 
bag for every day of the week. 
They may have started trends like 
boho chic, but Kate Moss and 
Sienna Miller weren’ t the first of 
the paparazzi favourites to start 
parading the latest designer must- 
haves. 

Bags have always gone hand in 
hand with iconic famous figures, 
from the time Grace Kelly at- 
tempted to conceal her preg- 
nancy bump with a Hermes Kelly 
bag in the 50s, to Madonna 
flaunting her F endi B aguette back 
in the 80s.

“An appearance on the arm of 
a style icon like Kate Moss can 
give a cutting edge to any mod- 
ern bag - and Mulberry, 
Balenciaga and Stella 


McCartney have all benefited 
from the kudos in recent years.” 

Handbag Heaven 

If you’re craving some new 
arm candy, think before you 
splurge on a bankrupting bag 
purchase. 

Caroline has these tips for 
bagging the best handbag: 

1. Never pay out for a de- 
signer fake. They’re cheap, 
nasty and always lack the qual- 
ity of the real deal. 

2. Vintage is the way forward 
forbagging a classic bag. Check 
out eBay for natty designer bar- 
gains that won’t cost the earth. 

3. Sizing up your new pur- 
chase? Caroline recommends 
you look for a new clutch - this 
season’s hottest shape. 

4. If you can’t afford a cult It 
bag, check out the next best thing. 
Caroline advises checking out 
the ‘old school’ leather retailers 
such as Tod’s who have been 
making luxury leather goods for 
decades. 

5. Forget the old adage of 
changing your bag with the sea- 
sons. Caroline says a good clas- 
sic bag can last you a lifetime !

their life, a new survey has found. We ask the experts why new mums 
feel so isolated, and what they can do to boost their social lives.

Having a baby is a life-chang- 
ing experience - but sometimes 
that experience can be far from 
idyllic. 

In fact, a new survey has found 
that the year after childbirth is 
the loneliest in a woman's life, 
and a period when she feels cut 
off from normality and with no 
time for herself. 

The survey, by Mother & 
Baby magazine and Tesco, 
found that 53% of new mums 
feel 'lonely and isolated' where 
they live, 87% miss their pre- 
baby social life and 62% miss 
their work colleagues. 

This, coupled with the fact 
that many live far away from 
their parents and don't know 
their neighbours, means that 
overall, the average new mum 


spends only 90 minutes a day 
with other people - apart from 
when their partner returns - and 
34% of new mums usually spend 
all day alone. 

But it doesn't have to be that 
way, says Belinda Phipps, chief 
executive of the National Child- 
birth Trust - although it does 
help if mums-to-be do some for- 
ward planning. 

"The key thing is to start to get 
to know people in your area be- 
fore you go on maternity leave," 
advises Phipps. 

There are plenty of ways to do 
it - ante-natal classes, bumps 
and babies classes, NCT groups 
and so on. 

Phipps also suggests getting 
to know your neighbours, chat- 
ting to people on the internet.

and rekindling the relationship 
with your parents. 

"The first few weeks in par- 
ticular can be very lonely in- 
deed," she says, "but becoming 
a parent can be an experience 
that makes you feel happier than 
you've ever felt. 

"There's an enormous amount 
of fulfilment, but it's really im- 
portant to have someone to share 
that with, and other mums will 
understand you." 

But what's also important, says 
counselling psychologist Jacqui 
Marson, is that mums choose 
like-minded women to befriend. 

"It's as isolating a time as you 
make it," she says, "and many 
of the mums who feel isolated 
feel like that because they think 
they're not good enough moth- 
ers. They don't like to be around 
other mums because they think 
those mothers are better than 
them, so they cut themselves off 

"The way out of that is to try 
to reach out to other mums that 
are like you, and that you can 
have a laugh with - find your 
'mum soulmate'." 

She advises mums to look for 
'mum soulmates' at the various 
new mums' classes and events - 
and watch out for the 'fibbers' 
who tell tall stories about their 
baby's achievements. 

And she warns: "The transi- 
tion into motherhood is so diffi- 
cult. It takes us out of the com- 
fort zones about who we are, 
who our friends are, and so on. 
All these things are redesigned 
after you have a baby." 

Marson says new mums 
should decide on one thing they 
really enjoy, like going out with 
friends, or going to the gym, and 
make sure they still do it regu- 


larly. 

"A lot of mums just forget 
about themselves after they've 
had a baby. But to be a good 
enough mum, you have to be 
happy too."

Every home has its own personal scent, according to experts, and it can speak volumes about your 
home. Avoid wet dog and smelly fish, the most unalluring pongs, and follow your nose with our guide 
to aromas to woo, to relax and to celebrate.

I'm not an obsessively 
houseproud person but I'm still 
reeling from the revelation that 
my home pongs! 

Apparently, its aroma has an 
essence of pet cat, an overtone of 
Chinese take-away, a hint of 
teenage daughter's perfumed 
hair-spray, and something inde- 
scribable that's peculiar to my 
home, but "honestly, isn't bad!". 

That's the verdict of my best 
friend. Gill, who bravely diag- 
nosed the BO - Building Odour - 
of my house, following the in- 
structions of smell expert. Dr 
David Lewis. 

He advised: "If s very difficult 
to detect the smell of your own 
home as your brain becomes used 
to the scent over time, however 
to visitors it can be the first thing 
they notice when they enter a 
property. Y ou could encourage a 
friend to be 'nosy' and identify 
your property's aroma." 

Cue Gill and her twitching 
nose. She and I are still speaking 
-just! 

But Dr Lewis reassured me 
that my 'parfum de home' - while 
definitely not what I'd imagined 
- is quite typical and he reveals: 
"Every house, like every person 
has a totally unique signature 
smell, similar to a fingerprint. 

"It's made up of old skin parti- 
cles, hair, cooking odours, 
crumbs and dust embedded in 
your carpet furniture and deco- 
rations." 

After that description I'm no 
longer surprised that home fra- 
grances are booming in popular- 
ity. 

Worryingly for me and my 
whiffy home. Dr Lewis - a neuro- 
psychologist and Director of Re- 
search at the Mind Lab - found 
in his latest research for Febreze 
air fresheners that 89% of peo- 
ple believe the smell of a home 
reveals how clean it is. 

The only consolation is that my 
odours didn't include rotten fish 
and sweaty feet, that can, accord- 


ing to his survey, provoke disgust 
and alarmingly even rage in the 
majority of people. 

It's obviously not a minute too 
soon to start cleaning up my 
odour act, especially as one bad 
smell can last a lifetime in the 
memory. 

As Dr Lewis points out: "Nose 
messages arrive directly in apart 
of the brain responsible for 
memory so we tend to recall 
memories associated with 
odours, whether bad or good, far 
more accurately and for much 
longer than memories associated 
with sight, sound or touch." 

Washing powder and clean 
laundry reminds us of our mums, 
and tobacco of our dads, it was 
recently reported but Dr Lewis's 
advice is to opt for a neutral home 
fragrance: "People often go for 
homely smells like baking bread 
or coffee, but our research shows 
that the majority of people pre- 
fer to smell a fresh, light scent 
that reminds them of sea breezes 
or fresh air." 

I've nosed into scent signals 
and got expert advice on smells 
to impress. 

Suit your personality to your 
home fragrance: Amelie Prot, 
29, is a 'scent detective' helping 
people find the ideal home fra- 
grance at La Foret de Parfum in 
Harvey Nichols, London. 

She says: "Scents are ex- 
tremely personal because they 
can trigger memories and remind 
us of happy associations and 
events. 

"When I ask clients what 
smells they like often they don't 
talk about obvious fragrances but 
perhaps things like a whiff of 
newly cut grass, a just bathed 
baby or even cigar smoke that 
reminds them of their father. 

"That helps me build a 'scent 
picture' and match them to the 
right home fragrance, which is as 
important as the perfume that 
they wear." 

She points out that we wear 


perfume to allure and act as our 
signature, and our rooms should 
similarly wear fragrances to con- 
jure up different atmospheres, 
relaxing, sensual or energising. 

Her guide to matching a home 
fragrance to your personality. 

Extrovert: Amelie says: "This 
type would enj oy an oriental and 
spicy, and quite strong and de- 
fined scent. They look for some- 
thing that makes a statement 
about them and their home." 

She suggests fragrances con- 
taining elements of amber, san- 
dalwood, patchouli, cinnamon. 

"An alternative choice would 
be a strong floral bouquet, per- 
haps a tuber rose or a blend of 
scents with ylang ylang, 
patchouli, amber and jasmine." 

Amber and Sandalwood or 
Cedar & Rock Rose fragrance, 
£22. Oriental Garden reed sticks 
and decanter, £49. All from 
OKA'S Life Scents by Cath 
Collins. 

Introvert: Amelie believes: 
"They're attracted to clean, soft 
scents that are subtle and not too 
overpowering. Fragrances fea- 
turing white flowers like jas- 
mine, tuber rose andneroli would 
be best for them." 

Or, she advises, try a scent 
reminiscent of sea breezes, fea- 
turing Lily of the V alley blended 
with white musk. 

Romantic: Amelie says: 

"Florals are a favourite for this 
type, perhaps a blend of mimosa, 
yellow rose and some vanilla, or 
a single fragrance such as jas- 
mine or lily of the valley." 

They prefer a light, sweet fra- 
grance and may also enjoy a soft 
oriental scent, using vanilla, 
tonka bean and benzoin. 

Men: Amelie says: "A vanilla 
fragrance is a favourite, because 
this is a re-assuring, relaxing fra- 
grance as it often conjures child- 
hood memories. 

"Their other preference is for 
something aromatic, woody and 
spicy, using cedarwood and 


patchouli." 

Fresh bathroom scents with 
lavender and vetiver or a citrus 
fragrance using hints of lemon, 
mandarin or bergamot are popu- 
lar. 

Scent sense: Sue Charles, co- 
founder of Quinessence 
Aromatherapy which makes es- 
sential oils, gives a guide to 
scents for rooms. A few drops can 
be used for pot pourri or in an oil 
burner. 

Kitchen/Living room: She 

says: "Use uplifting aromas such 
as citrus, basil, ylang ylang, 
grapefruit or lime." 

"Lavender and rosemary are 
relaxing and may chang and 
patchouli are soothing, while cin- 
namon and rose are sensual." 

Scent savvy: Chrissie Rucker, 
founder of The White Company, 
which has a home fragrance col- 


lection, says: "Abowlofpotpourri 
in living rooms and the hallway 
gives the perfect light scent 
around the house for daytime. 


"In the evening boost scent lev- 
els by lighting one or two scented 
candles for each room."

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The autumn tidy-up 



If you’re raking leaves off 
your lawn, don’t dispose of them 
because you can easily make 
leaf mould which is perfect for 
adding nutrients to your soil and 


adding to compost. 

Also, you only have to have a 
few plastic bags with small holes 
in them for ventilation to house 
the leaves while they decom- 


pose, leaving you with a fertile 
heap in around 12-18 months. 
The bags should be around 3/4 
full, the leaves sprinkled with 
water, then the bags tied at the 
top. 

If the area is too big to rake, 
collect the autumn leaves in your 
lawn mower with the blades set 
high, then they will be shredded 
straight into the grass box. 

As well as storing the leaves 
in bin liners pierced with air 
holes, you could compost some 
in layers with the other materi- 
als in the normal compost heap 
or on their own in a frame with 
more open sides made with 
chicken mesh to allow the air to 
circulate. Add a leaf-mould ac- 
tivator if necessary. 

Store in a shady spot and the 
following autumn the leaves will 
have rotted down into a rich, 
crumbly mixture that can be used 
as a mulch around the base of 
plants. 

So much garden debris can 
also be added to the compost bin 
at this time of year. Of course, 
avoid adding perennial weed 
roots such as docks, thistle and 
nettles to the compost heap as 
they will come out of it alive and 
ready to grow. 

A bonfire, where permitted, is 
a good way of disposing of per- 
ennial weeds and larger 
prunings, while the resulting ash 
is a source of nutrients which is 
especially good for fruit trees, 
although you should dig it in 
rather than spreading it on the 


surface, as it goes gooey when 
wet. 

If you are not allowed a bon- 
fire, invest in a shredder which 
will reduce all your garden de- 
bris (but not perennial weeds) 
into a fine mulch which can be 
spread on the soil immediately, 
or left in a comer to partially de- 
compose before use. 

If you are clearing your veg- 
etable patch, that should supply 
you with plenty of green mate- 
rial for the compost heap. But 
avoid adding any vegetable 
plants that appear diseased. 

You can also pick any remain- 
ing green tomatoes, place them 
in a bag with an over-ripe banana 
to help ripen the tomato fmits, 
and then compost the plants. 

When you have harvested the 
last of your climbing French or 
mnner beans, cut back the top 
growth and compost it. 

The roots of peas and beans are 
particularly good for 
composting, as they contain ni- 
trogen-fixing bacteria which help 
raise the level of nitrogen in the 
soil for crops the following year. 

A final mow of the lawn be- 
fore putting the mower away for 
the winter will also give you a 
light sprinkling of grass clip- 
pings to add sparingly to your 
leaf mould bags and your com- 
post heap. 

If you make the most of your 
autumn tidy-up, the result will 
enrich your soil and enhance 
your plants in years to come.

Many of us love to have 
climbing or scrambling plants 
covering the walls of our 
homes and gardens. 

Solanum jasminoides often 
known as Solanum laxum and 
commonly as the Potato Vine 
is in the same family as pota- 
toes and aubergines. This has 
a dainty appearance and is a 
scrambling plant that will 
climb up to 6m if given ad- 
equate support. Flowers are 
produced in clusters during 
many of the su mm er and au- 
tumn months and are either 
white or blue. A native of Bra- 
zil it is best grown in full sun 
or dappled shade. Provide it 
with a good soil mixture that 
is well drained and water well 
during the growing season, but 


give less during the winter 
months. During late spring 
through to early autumn it does 
benefit from a monthly applica- 
tion of liquid fertiliser. It does 
needprotection if frost is forecast. 

Lonicera japonica is a fully 
hardy, evergreen twining 
climber that attains a height of 
up to 10 metres and as its name 
suggests it is also known as the 
Japanese Honeysuckle. Its flow- 
ers are fragrant and borne dur- 
ing the spring and summer 
months. It is best grown in a 
fertile soil mixture in full sun, 
although can be grown under 
a tree in filtered sunlight where 
it will twine up through the 
branches. During the active 
growing and flowering season 
it does benefit from an appli-

cation of liquid fertiliser on a 
monthly basis. 

Bougainvilleas are to the ma- 
j ority of people the plants that are 
more usually assoeiated with our 
southern European gardens. 
Their blooms are in faet very 
insignifieant, but the three, petal 
shaped braets that surround them 
are what many people believe 
are the flowers. These highly 
eolourful braets range in eolour 
from white through pinks and 


red to lilae or purple and are 
borne throughout a long pe- 
riod of the year from spring 
through to late autumn or even 
longer. They grow best in a 
fertile well drained soil in full 
sun and ean attain a height of 
up to 12 metres, but do need 
some support. The majority of 
eolours do need to be kept 
frost free, therefore do give 
proteetion if frosty weather is 
foreeast.

Pumpkin (curcurbita maxima) 


You’ll need a big area to 
grow pumpkins, which have 
immense leaves, spectacular 
flowers and extensive growth. 
Sow seeds indoors in April to 
give them a long growing sea- 
son and only plant out when 
the risk of frost has passed. 
They are tender, so after wa- 
tering them in and mulehing 
the soil, protect them if it turns 
cold. 

Apply liquid fertiliser every 
two weeks. Plants grow 
quickly and are best on the 
ground. They prefer fertile. 


moist soil in sunny, sheltered 
spots. As they swell, you’ll 
need to prop them up with a 
big elay plant pot to allow the 
skin to ripen evenly. 

The variety ‘Triple Treat’ is 
perfect for next Halloween 
andhas tasty flesh, while ‘At- 
lantic Giant’ is the record- 
breaking exhibition pumpkin. 
If you only want one huge 
pumpkin, leave one fruit on 
each plant, give it more water 
and feed it well. The pumpkin 
should be harvested before the 
first frosts of winter. 



Three ways to. 


Control wind damage 

1 . Put up windbreak netting, as wind slows plant growth by 
inereasing water loss through evaporation. 

2. Pollinating inseets avoid windy areas, so to improve pol- 
lination of fruit crops grow them against sheltered walls. 

3. Avoid plants with big leaves and those that eome into 
flower early in the season, as they are more vulnerable to wind 
damage.

let alone confidently cook it. 

Chef Antony Worrall 
Thompson enthuses: “Seafood is 
one of my favourite cooking in- 
gredients. There are so many va- 
rieties of fish and shellfish to 
choose from, all with fabulous 
flavours and textures - you can 
easily create a multitude of 
dishes in minutes.” 

But as a father-of-four he is 
well aware putting fish on the 


family menu may be a struggle, 
especially with children. 

He advises: “Getting kids in- 
volved in every stage from buy- 
ing to cooking can really help. 
Take them along to your local 
fish counter or fishmonger to 
choose the fish and find out where 
it comes from. Then let them help 
prepare and cook the fish and 
they will be eager to taste the end 
result.” 


Cruising along to the fishmon- 
ger or supermarket fish counter 
could be a good start for grown 
up fish eaters too. Mitch Tonks, 
founder of the award-winning 
Fishworks restaurants, says: 
“Be adventurous and try some- 
thing you’ve never tried before 
like pollack, coley, crab or 
megrim. 

“Locally sourced produce is 
usually the freshest and most 
delicious. Mackerel, herring and 
sardines are all abundant around 
our coasts, and are full of omega 
3 which help keep our hearts 
healthy.” 


To prepare: 

First make the tomato sauce. 
Gently fry the onions and garlic 
in a few tablespoons of olive oil 
for about 20 minutes until lightly 
golden and soft. 

Add the red wine and allow to 
boil until almost nothing is left, 
then do the same with the 
balsamic vinegar. 

Mix in the passata, tomato and 
chilli, then add a little water and 
continue to cook until the tomato 
is melted and you have a rich 
sauce. 

Heat some vegetable oil in a 
frying pan suitable for the oven. 
Sprinkle the cod with sea salt and 
fry until golden on the flesh side. 

Place the whole pan in the 
roasting oven for 4-5 minutes to 
finish the cooking. 

Cook the gnocchi in plenty of 
boiling salted water until they 
float to the surface. Drain and sit 
them into the sauce. Add some 
chopped parsley and some 
lemonjuice. 

Remove the cod from the oven. 

Place a few tablespoons of the 
gnocchi and sauce in each bowl. 

Peel the skin off the cod, sit it 
on top of the gnocchi and sauce. 
Sprinkle with a little sea salt and 
some lemonjuice. 

Serve immediately.

Ega de Queiroz 

Considered one ofthe great- 
est novelists of the 19th cen- 
tury Jose Maria E9a de Queiroz, 
or simply E9a de Queiroz as he 
is better known, was bom in 
1 845 in Povoa de V arzim, a small 
fishing town, as the illegitimate 
son of a prominent magistrate. 

Author of several novels, 
most translated into English, 
E9a published great works of 
literature, some of which would 
not go into print until after his 
death in 1900. Among others 
The Maias, one of his best 
known novels, was written dur- 
ing his 1 5 years working as a 
consul in England, a country he 
often analysed as fiercely as he 
did his own. 

A great observer and a critic, 
E9a’s writing is stylish but not 
heavy.

Paul Merton’s Silent Clowns (BBC2, 6.35pm) 

Anyone with access to digital TV may have come across this fascinating series, 
but thankfully the Beeb have deigned to give it a terrestrial airing too. The star 
of Have I Got News For You is well known for making us laugh, but here he reveals 
a bit more about four men who tickled his ribs as a youngster, and still provide 
him with a constant source of inspiration. The opening instalment profiles the life 
and career of the man responsible for getting Merton into comedy in the first place: 
Buster Keaton. Renowned as a master of the pratfall and sublime deadpan humour, 
Keaton was adored by American audiences in the early days of the movies. As 
if seeing a few of his finest moments isn’t enough reason to tune in, Merton is shown 
a Keaton joke that was lost for 75 years. Future episodes of the series focus on 
some of the most influential figures ever to grace the silver screen, including Harold 
Lloyd, who famously dangled from a clock face in the iconic Safety Last!, and comic 
duo Laurel and Hardy, who became household names thanks to their silly antics. 
But no programme looking at the art of silent comedy would be complete without 
an examination of the peerless Charlie Chaplin.

At the Christian school 
where my husband and I minis- 
ter, we choose a yearly theme. 
It is always based on a Scripture 
verse andhelpsus focus on who 
God wants each of us to be and 
what we are asking Him to do in 
our lives during the school year. 
This year’s school theme is 
“ Under Construction ...a work 
in progress. ” The idea comes 
from the verse, Philippians 1 :6. 
“Being confident of this, that he 
who began a good work in you 
will carry it on to completion 
until the day of Christ Jesus. ” 

All around our school there is 
new construction going on. The 
school is situated on a high hill 
with an amazing view of greater 
Lisbon. If you look down the 
hill from the school ’ s veranda, 
you see a new neighborhood of 
apartment buildings being con- 
structed. Looking out the front 
gate of the school and up the hill 
on the other side, there are new 
single family houses in all dif- 
ferent phases of construction. 

None of this new construc- 
tion was there when we moved 
to Portugal six and a half years 
ago. Our own building is only 
about ten years old, though the 


property was purchased many 
years earlier when there were 
not even any roads leading to 
our little mountain. It has been 
interesting to observe the slow, 
tedious process of construc- 
tion over and over again as the 
neighborhood around us devel- 
ops and grows. To buildhouses 
of value, the process cannot be 
rushed. The foundation must 
be sturdy and each step of the 
process must be done in the 
proper order. In the same way, 
as we seek to build into the lives 
of our students, we want to be 
sure to remember that just as 
God began the work in their 
lives at conception; it is He 
who will enable the work to 
continue. There are times as 
believers when we try to finish 
God’ s work in our own strength 
and wisdom. It is wise to re- 
member that God’ s plan is not 
just to begin a work in us but to 
also complete it.

Earthraee is eurrently halfway 
through an 18 -month promo- 
tional tour around Europe, prior 
to beginning the world reeord at- 
tempt from Spain in Mareh 2008 . 
If The Earthraee sueeeeds, it will 
mark the first time in history that 
an offieial UIM Powerboat world 
reeordhas been broken using only 
renewable fuel. 

Media and publie alike are
